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REPORT. 



To the Honorable Lyman U. Humphrey, Governor of Kansas : 

Sir — 'W'e have the honor to present herewith the tenth annual report 
of the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas. 

This report contains, as provided by law, all the opinions, decisions and 
proceedings of the Board which we have deemed of public interest, together 
with the reports of the various railroad companies operating lines within 
the State, including a showing of the business of the year and the financial 
condition of the roads. 

The physical condition of the roads in this State has been much improved 
during the past year, and is better as regards road-bed, equipment and 
service than ever before. The main lines will compare favorably with any 
roads in the country, east or west. 

The tendency of the times is for more elaborate and costly passenger 
equipment, and competition and the exactions of the traveling public de- 
mand the highest rate of speed, regardless of expense, on all through passen- 
ger trains. These conditions render a perfect track an imperative necessity, 
in responding to which the companies have been compelled to incur great 
expense in improved motive power, heavy rails, new bridges, etc. 

MILEAGE. 

By reference to table I, " B," it will be observed that the mileage oper- 
ated in the State is 8,874.73; adding 11.49 miles not operated, the total 
mileage is 8,886.29, a loss from the previous year of 14.99 miles, occasioned 
by an error of 18.30 in reporting mileage of Fort Scott Central last year, 
which was reduced to 14.99 by additions occasioned by corrections of exist- 
ing mileage. This places Kansas third among the States as to railroad mile- 
age, being exceeded by Illinois and Pennsylvania, respectively.

Were it possible to apply the total net income to payment of dividends 
upon the total capitalization, it would amount to 2.18 per cent. From the 
above nine roads, however, must be taken the deficit of 16 rdads, amounting 
to $2,198,188, leaving a net income for all roads of $9,522,978. 

It will be observed that, with the exception of the Solomon and Union 
Pacific, Lincoln & Colorado, two branches of the Union Pacific, every dis- 
tinctively Kansas road shows a deficit; in addition, the interest on the 
funded or other debt of the Manhattan, Alma & Burlingame, Hutchinson 
& Southern and Kansas City, Wyandotte & Northwestern has not been 
charged against the income account.

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In the foregoing table, the earnings and expenses of the Chicago, St. 
Paul & Kansas City are omitted for the year 1891-92, it not reporting to 
this Board for the year 1890-91. The same is true in the calculations that 
follow. 

A perusal of the table shows that passenger earnings increased 1.98 per 
cent.; freight earning, 14.34 per cent.; other earnings (car mileage, switch- 
ing, telegraph companies, rents, etc.), 9.27 per cent. ; while there was a de- 
crease in revenue from property owned of 43.77 per cent., the latter being 
accounted for by taking into these amounts, in the year 1890-'91, some items 
practically already in the possession of the company. 

The revenue from freight shows the largest per cent, of increase, a com- 
parison of tonnage tables for 1890-'91 and 1891-*92 showing an increase 
of 3,653,457 tons, or 13.17 per cent., almost keeping pace with the increase 
in freight earnings, thus arguing a maintenance of like rates for the two 
years. 

It is a gratifying fact that, while the larger roads show an increase, the 
distinctly Kansas roads make an exceptionally fine exhibit. For instance : 
Wichita & Western, increase, 10,022 tons, 15.7 per cent.; Hutchinson & 
Southern, increase, 33,839 tons, 1,081 per cent.; Central Branch, increase, 
228,556 tons, 104 per cent. Each of the branch lines of the Union Pacific 
shows a large increase in tonnage, except the Leavenworth, Topeka & South- 
western. The most notable examples are: Junction City & Ft. Kearney, 
43,617 tons, or 81 per cent., and the Union Pacific, Lincoln & Colorado, 
47,729 tons, or 79 per cent. It may be remarked in this connection, that 
this latter road makes a gratifying financial showing. 

In comparing the relative percentage that each class of products bears to 
the total tonnage, it is found that products of agriculture show an increase 
of 6 90 per cent, and of the 3,653,457 tons increase 75 per cent, is due to 
products of agriculture. 

In the year 1890-*91, contraryto all argument of railroad men, the mile- 
age of loaded cars west exceeded that east. In 1891-92, the mileage of 
loaded cars east exceeded the west; per contra, the mileage of empty cars 
east in 1891-92 decreased 13,352,552 miles, while empty westbound cars 
increased 39,081,689 miles. 

This is an argument in support of the claim of railroad rate-makers that 
westbound trafl&c can be carried cheaper than eastbound, the lower rate per 
ton per mile being relatively more profitable. 

In 1891-92, while the number of freight cars in train, loaded and empty 
cars in train, remain the same, the number of tons of freight in each train 
was 168, exceeding that of 1890 by 83 tons. 

The increase in expenditures, it will be observed, goes to improvement 
and expense of carrying on transportation, and not to stock- and bondhold- 
ers. The principal increase in interest is due to payment of interest on 
bonds of the Missouri, Kansas & Texas, hitherto paying nothing. 
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EMPLOYES AND SALARIES. 

OwiDg to the fact that, in the year 1890-91, the Union Pacific reported 
employes for the entire system, and this year for only the mileage for which 
report is made, it is not possible to make an accurate comparison. There has, 
however, been a large increase. In 1890-'91, the average number per 100 
miles was" 314; in 1891-92, it was 379. The total number employed was 
97,356, to whom a yearly compensation of $58,950,785 was paid, or 41.41 
per cent of traffic earnings. This number of employ^ represents one-thir- 
teenth of the total number in the United States. 

The number of employ^ in Kansas is 27,225, an increase over 1890-91 
of 2,482. Total compensation, $14,468,482, an increase over 1890-91 of 
$1,091,197. 

EQUIPMENT. 

Equipment increased during the year, as follows :

The number of cars leased has decreased. Taking total equipment of 
1890-'91, 118,234; 1891-'92, 123,842; deducting equipment of Chicago, 
St. Paul & Kansas City, and the increase owned and leased is 5,608. 

Equipment per 100 miles, 502, an inciPease of 19 per 100 miles over pre- 
vious year. 

Of the 10 territorial groups into which the United States has been di- 
vided by the Interstate Commerce Commission, this number per 100 miles is 
exceeded by four groups. The Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^, with 617 per 
100 miles would fall into fourth group, and the Kansas City, Fort Scott & 
Memphis into the third. 

REDUCTION IN FREIGHT RATES. 

Since the creation of this Board, there has been a continuous yield- 
ing of rates, some of it due to competition among carrying companies, but 
more to supervision and regulation under the commissioner law. We sub- 
mit to you a few tabulated illustrations, well worthy, we think, of considera- 
tion. In these tabulations only a limited number of stations and reductions 
could be made consistent with the limitations of space in this report, but 
they are completely representative of the entire State in the average and 
aggregate result shown.

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JUDICIAL INTERFERENCE. 

Your attention is especially directed to the decision and final action of 
the Board in what is designated as the " Wholesale Grocers' Case," now 
pending in the State Supreme Court, on appeal from the district court of 
Atchison county. 

While it has been conceded always that the actions of the Board, in fix- 
ing rates, was subject to rehearing in a court of law, on challenge of their 
reasonableness by the carrying companies, it was held that such hearing 
should be in manner and form clearly provided by statute. (Sec. 1337, act 
of March 6, 1883.) 

In this case, a district judge, without waiting a refusal of the carrying 
companies to comply with the terms and conditions of the order, but with 
declared intent to prevent such compliance, and this on complaint of parties 
who set up that the reduction of rates proposed would work injury to them, 
by reason of locality, enjoined the Board and the several carrying companies 
affected by the order from enforcing or obeying it. 

If the position assumed by the lower court in this case is sustained, it 
introduces a new element — an added obstacle to the enforcement of legis- 
lative authority under the commissioner law, which may well challenge the 
attention of legislators. 

DISRESPECT FOR ORDERS — RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Attention is called to the failure and refusal of companies to comply with 
recommendations of the Board relating to additional train service and con- 
struction of spur to coal mines, deemed necessary and reasonable, in order 
to promote the convenience and safety of the traveling public, and the de- 
velopment of an important industry, as contemplated by the law creating 
this Board. 

The cases may be found under titles of this report, as follows : 

Citizens of Lincoln Center et at, vs. Union Pacific Railway Company, 
March 23, 1892. 

Thomas Whitcomb vs. Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6 Railroad Company, 
March 12, 1892. 

It is respectfully recommended that provision be made by statute for the 
enforcement, by appropriate remedy, in courts having jurisdiction, of the 
orders and decisions of the Board. 

It should be provided by law that the order of the Railroad Commission- 
ers shall be the governing law of the railroad companies, to be obeyed and 
respected by them, until vacated by a competent judicial tribunal on appeal. 
To allow a suspension of the order of the Commissioners pending appeal by 
the companies, is to make a farce of the whole commissioner system. 

We renew the recommendation that the law be amended so as to author- 
ize this Board to require two or more connecting railroads in this State to 
adopt joint tariffs in any case where the same may be necessary to equalize 
rates and prevent discriminations. At the present time, the roads make 
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joint tariffs whenever it suits their interests to do so, and in other cases re- 
quire shippers to pay the sum of the locals for a similar service, to the great 
injury of the individual and detriment of the State. 

AID FOR FRONTIER SETTLERS. 

If any apology is deemed necessary for the introduction of this matter 
in this volume, it will be found duly set forth by a perusal of the matter 
itself. 

The year 1890 witnessed a total or partial failure of crops in all the 
counties of western Kansas. So great was the distress in consequeuce, that 
thousands of settlers abandoned their claims and removed temporarily to 
more favored localities, while nearly all who remained were enabled to do 
80 only through the timely assistance of friends and a generous public. 
The winter of 1890-91 will long be remembered by the citizens of that 
portion of our State as one of exceptional hardship, even for that country, 
inured as its people have been from its earliest history to privation and 
peril. Only those who, by personal experience or observation, witnessed 
the suffering of that period are qualified to form an intelligent estimate of 
its extent and severity. 

Before the winter had fairly begun, it became evident by the number 
and character of the appeals for relief that an organized effort must be made 
throughout the eastern portion of the State on a scale adequate to meet the 
necessities of thousands of destitute people. Accordingly, at the instance 
of your excellency, a meeting was called in this office for the 9th of De- 
cember, to which citizens of the stricken district and representatives of the 
various railroads penetrating that country were invited. 

At this meeting, a number of well-informed gentlemen residing in the 
extreme west, together with representatives of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa F6, Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, Union Pacific and Missouri Pa- 
cific roads met yourself and the members of this Board, when the situation 
was fully discussed. As a result of this conference, the following declara- 
tion and plan for systematic action was adopted, and published in the press 
throughout the State, viz. : (1) Kansas will take care of her own sufferers. 
(2) Donated aid must in all cases be consigned to one "Aid Commissioner" 
in each county, which said commissioner is to be designated by the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners, and required to furnish a bond, to be approved 
by them and filed in their office. (3) Said aid commissioner shall be re- 
quired to report weekly to the Board of Railroad Commissioners a full ac- 
count of the amount and character of all supplies received and distributed, 
giving name and residence of beneficiary. (4) All such aid, subject to these 
conditions, will be transported free by the railroad companies. (5) Solicit- 
ors, not to exceed four for each county, will be provided free transportation, 
good within the State, upon recommendation of the Railroad Commission- 
ers. (6) All correspondence must be through the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, and will receive the most prompt attention. Reports, giving 
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names of- donors as far as may be, and beneficiaries, will be published from 
time to time. 

On the 17th of December, the first "aid commissioners" were appointed. 

On the 22d of December, the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Company 
voluntarily issued an "emergency rate," good from all points in Kansas and 
Nebraska to all points on their line in these States, on corn and oats in car- 
loads, when destined to points west of shipping point, of 10 cents per 100 
pounds. This was a reduction from their regular tariff of 16 to 44 per cent. 
The rate expired March 1, 1891, and was only intended, as the title indi- 
cated, to remain in force a suflScient time to relieve the distress of those 
who, while not destitute, were nevertheless so embarrassed by the failure of 
their crops as to render them unable to pay remunerative rates on supplies 
of this character. It accomplished this. 

As a result of the foregoing arrangements, donated supplies were offered 
in generous quantities, and forwarded with all possible dispatch to. the more 
needy and destitute. But our advices from the frontier, while conveying 
assurances of the good that was being done, disclosed a condition of suffer- 
ing wide-spread and absolutely appalling. Want of space forbids a recital 
here of the distress prevailing at that time : the dire resorts to keep women 
and children from freezing and starving to death, and the heart-rending 
appeals for help. 

These appeals roused our people to greater activity, and throughout east- 
ern Kansas and western Missouri supplies poured in by car-load and train 
load, and yet there was a demand for more. 

On the 28th of January, 1891, we received the following letter from your 
excellency in regard to a donation by the State of coal for the destitute : 

State of Kansas, Goyebnob's Office, 
ToPEKA, January 20, 1891. 
Honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners: 

Gentlemen — I am jnst in receipt of a copy of Senate oonoarrent resolution No. 

11, which reads as follows: 

Resolved by the Senate^ the House concurring therein, That the Governor be and he 
hereby is requested and empowered to at once place at the disposal of the Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, for distribution among destitute settlers in the western 
portion of the State, such quantities of coal from the State coal mine as may be 
necessary to supply the urgent necessity of such settlers. 

This resolution passed the Senate and was concurred in by the House, and should 
properly have been certified to me from the Senate. The emergency is such, how- 
ever, that technicalities should be waived. I have, therefore, directed the warden to 
put every available convict to work in the coal mine, and now, in accordance with 
the terms of the resolution, such quantities of coal from the mine at the Peniten- 
tiary as may be necessary to supply the urgent necessities of the destitute ii^ west- 
ern Kansas are placed at your disposal, for shipment and distribution under the plan 
heretofore adopted. Your knowledge of the situation is such that it is hardly nec- 
essary for me to urge the utmost dispatch in getting coal immediately under way, 
and I trust that you may be able to have your arrangements with railroad companies 
so complete that oars will be promptly furnished for transportation. I place the 
whole matter fully in your charge, adding that if, on consultation, you deem it ad- 
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yisable, and it will not interfere too greatly with yonr dnties proper as Railroad 
Commissioners, I wonld be pleased if one of your members would visit the destitute 
oommnnities, and aid the distributing agents in starting oat wisely, justly and sys- 
tematically in dealing ont the ooal contributed by the State.

Pursuant to the authority of the foregoing concurrent resolution of the 
Legislature and your suggestions, the warden of the Penitentiary and the 
contractor for the product of the State mines were invited to a conference 
with the Board in our office. At that conference the contractor stated that 
he was willing to waive all claim on the output of the mines over and 
above the amount necessary to meet outstanding contracts and orders. 
This it was estimated would leave one car a day for disposal by this Board. 
It was further agreed by the warden to work the entire force of convicts 
on Sundays for the exclusive benefit of the destitute, by which arrange- 
ment 14 cars a day would be added for that time, or an aggregate weekly 
product at our disposal of 20 cars. 

But the fuel would still be unavailable unless some means were devised 
by which it might be delivered to the people for whom it was intended. 
The Legislature had made no provision for the payment of the freight, and 
there was no contingent sum which might be drawn upon for this purpose. 

In this dilemma we addressed letters to the several roads, asking them 
to give free transportation for this coal, under proper restrictions. This 
they at once signified their entire willingness to do, and issued instructions 
to their agents accordingly. 

As a matter of precaution, and for the further reason that it would dis- 
patch business, we decided to distribute this coal through the hands of the 
aid commissioners of the various counties. As a further precaution, blank 
receipts were prepared and furnished by this office for the use of the com- 
missioners in distributing this coal. These receipts showed date, name of 
the aid commissioner, county, number in family of applicant, section, town- 
ship and range of his claim, pounds of coal received, and signature of re- 
cipient. The receipts were bound in numbers convenient for use, and when 
filled out were returned to this office, where they are on file. The work 
was undertaken at once and vigorously pushed all winter. 

On the 4th of March you approved an act of the Legislature appropri- 
ating $60,000 for the purchase of seed grain for the farmers in the stricken 
district, to be distributed through the agency of the Board. Through an 
oversight in drafting the bill, there was no provision directing the Auditor 
to issue his warrant upon the vouchers of the Board, and although the de- 
fect was corrected under a suspension of the rule in both houses as soon as 
we had called their attention to it, a delay of several precious days was the 
result of this unfortunate carelessness. 

On the 9th of March the following circular letter, containing the law in 
full and instructions to the county commissioners, was issued from this 
office : 
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Office of Boabd of Railboad Commissionebs, 

ToPEKA, Kas., March 9, 1891. 

To the County Commissioners of. County, Kansas: 

GENTiiEMBN — As you are doubtless aware, the Legislature has appropriated 
$60,000 for the purchase of seed grain for the farmers on the frontier of our State 
who lost their crops the past season by reason of drouth. This money is made 
available for this purpose in the form of a loan to the several counties, and is to be 
by them in turn loaned to the individual farmers, the security in the first instance 
being an issuance of scrip to the State for the gross amount of grain received by 
the county board, and in the second instance in the form of notes from the individ- 
uals to the county. 

The scrip is to be payable February 1, 1892, and the notes January 1, 1892. 
Following is the full text of the bill: 

HOUSE BILL No. 756. 

An Act to Pbovide fob the Fubnishino of Seed Gbain to the Needy Fabmebb 

OF Kansas, and Maxinq Apfbopbiation Thebefob. 

* 

Beit enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the State Board of Railroad Commissioners shall purchase seed 
grain, and apportion it among the several counties of western Kansas as hereinafter 
provided. 

Seo. 2. It shall be the duty of the State Board of Aid Commissioners, immedi- 
ately after the passage of this act, to ascertain the amount of seed grain needed by 
the farmers of western Kansas. 

Seo. 3. That the State Board of Railroad Commissioners shall, immediately 
upon ascertaining the amount of seed grain needed by the destitute farmers in 
western Kansas who have lost their crops by reason of drouth during the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety, purchase and deliver seed grain to the county com- 
missioners of the several counties for distribution. 

Seo. 4. It shall be the duty of the county commissioners of the several counties to 
receive and store said grain at the county seat, and distribute the same to applicants 
who shall furnish satisfactory evidence of their being in need of the same as here- 
inafter provided. 

Seo. 5. It shall be the further duty of the board of county commissioners to give 
at least 10 days' public notice of the time when and the place where they will dlstri 
bute the seed grain, and all applicants shall be required to state in writing, on 
blanks furnished by the State Board of Railroad Commissioners, the amount and 
kinds of grain they need, said application to show the number of acres in cultiva- 
tion, the amount of grain, if any, on hand, a list of their farming utensils and the 
number and kinds of teams owned by them, the length of time they have resided in 
the county and State, and such other information as may be required by the State 
Board of Railroad Commissioners; such information to be verified by the applicants, 
and by two disinterested witnesses known to some member of the board of county 
commissioners. 

Seo. 6. It shall be the duty of the board of county commissioners to apportion 
the amount allowed their county among the applicants proportionately, taking into 
consideration their respective needs and requirements: Provided, That no person 
shall receive seed grain who has not been a resident of the State of Kansas for the 
year last past, and who has not lost his crop by reason of drouth, and who is other- 
wise unable to procure seed. 

Seo. 7. It shall be the duty of the county commissioners to draw a warrant 
against their counties in favor of the State of Kansas for the amount paid by the 
State for the seed furnished to said county, which warrant shall become due and pay- 
able on or before February 1, 1892; said warrant to be turned over to the State Board 
of Railroad Commissioners upon receipt of the grain, and to be by them turned over 
to the State Treasurer. 

Seo. 8. It shall be the duty of the board of county commissioners to take each 
applicant's obligation for the cost of grain furnished to him; said obligation to be- 
come due and payable by him on or before January 1, 1892, bearing interest at the 
rate of six per cent, per annum after maturity; said obligation to be taken in such 
form as the State Board of Railroad Commissioners may prescribe; but the same 
shall not be transferable. 
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Seo. 9. The board of oonoty commissioners shall receive, in addition to the sal< 
ary already provided by law, the sam of three dollars per day and expenses for the 
time actually and necessarily employed in carrying ont the provisions of this act; 
said amount not to exceed the sum of twenty-five dollars for each commissioner. 
Said board of county commissioners to receive their pay from their respective coun- 
ties. 

Seo. 10. In carrying out the provisions of this act there is appropriated out of 
the State treasury, of moneys not otherwise appropriated, the sum of sixty thousand 
dollars. 

Seo. 11. This act shall be in full force and effect on and after its publication in 
the official State paper. 

Approved March 4, 1891. 

The purpose of this communication is to ascertain the amount in bushels of each 
variety of seed your county will probably require. Please procure this information 
from the most reliable sources within your reach, stating particularly what varieties 
of corn, spring wheat, oats, millet, barley, etc., succeed best in your locality, and com- 
municate the same to this office as soon as possible, to the end that the grain may 
be placed in the hands of the farmers at the earliest possible date. 

We enclose blanks for your use in ascertaining the above information. Be kind 
enough to carefully fill out all the spaces in your estimate to us, inserting ciphers 
where any particular article enumerated is not wanted, as these papers are to be 
embodied in our report to the Governor, and will therefore become a part of the ar- 
chives of the State. Very truly, James Humphbey,

The delay in securing the appropriation, the urgent demands of the peo- 
ple, the lateness of the season for seeding, united to produce a situation of the 
gravest character, and one which required all the energies at our command to 
meet. While the amount necessary to meet the freight bills on the shipments 
might properly have been taken from the sum appropriated, we nevertheless 
decided, in view of all the circumstances, to ask the roads to make this ad- 
ditional concession. They responded without delay, and cheerfully placed 
their facilities at our disposal. 

The next act was to thoroughly systematize the work, divide the stricken 
district into sections, assign one member of the Board to each, and ascertain 
in detail the wants of each county. Before the end was reached it became 
necessarv to detail one of the clerks in the office to a section for distribut- 
ing, and later an extra man was employed to still further expedite the work 
in the field. A stenographer was also employed to relieve the work of the 
Secretary, the only remaining attache of the office, in order that when nec- 
essary the work might be continued at night and on Sundays. This latter 
became the rule during the closing weeks of the distribution, the lights never 
being turned off, and the work going on continuously. All correspondence 
with the roads was done by telegraph, as well as communication between the 
office and the men in the field. In this way consignments were received, 
routed, and notifications sent forward. 

The work was greatly retarded by an unusually heavy fall of snow, which 
blockaded the roads and suspended the movement of trains for nearly a 
week. But even this did not altogether prevent the progress of the work. 
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Wherever telegraph communication could be kept open there was something 
to do. The markets on the Missouri river were consulted, purchases were 
made, the needs of certain localities were ascertained, routing was given, 
and the waiting people at the front cheered by the best dispatches that the 
facts would warrant. 

At last the railroads, realizing the exigencies of the case, gave us author- 
ity, carte blanche, to order transportation for supplies and men whenever 
and wherever we thought best. This authority was necessarily transferred 
to our Secretary, who for the time, became a sort of general manager of the 
whole business, including the railroads, so far as this aid was concerned. 
Train loads of wheat, corn, oats, millet, sorghum seed, barley, potatoes, etc., 
were sent forward on rush orders, to the exclusion of all the ordinary busi- 
ness of the roads, and upon their arrival the work of distribution began^ 
and was prosecuted day and night until the supply was exhausted, and the 
hundreds of farmers who had congregated in waiting were sent to their 
homes rejoicing. 

It was an extraordinary event, characterized by many dramatic features* 
and doubtless is without a parallel in the history of the country; but it was 
a success, and a calamity was averted thereby.

STATBMENT. 

This is a case brought by the Wichita Wholesale Grocery Company and the 
Lehman-Higginson Grocery Company, wholesale grocers of Wichita, Ranney, Al- 
ton & Co., Arkansas City, the Hutchinson Wholesale Grocery Company, of Hutchin- 
son, and the H. D. Lee Mercantile Company, of Salina, against the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa F6 Railroad Company, and the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, 
Union Pacific, Missouri Pacific and St. Louis & San Francisco Railway Companies. 

The complainants, after setting forth that they are engaged in the wholesale gro- 
cery business in the several cities named, allege that the respondent companies are 
charging, demanding and receiving from said complainants unjust, unreasonable 
and exorbitant prices for the transportation of property, for the hauling of freight, 
and for the use of their cars, and for the service afforded by said respondents in the 
transaction of their business as railroad companies. 

These complainants especially charge that the rates on sugar, in car-loads, from 
Atchison, Leavenworth, Fort Scott, Cherry Yale, and other points within the State of 
Kansas, to the interior jobbing points of Kansas, such as Wichita, Arkansas City, 
Hutchinson, Salina, and other interior cities, are unjust, unreasonable, and exorbi- 
tant. 

They especially complain of the rates on sugar, syrups, jellies, beans, rice and 
canned goods and other commodities in oar-loads. Referring to the first article, 
they allege that the rate on sugar from San Francisco to the Missouri river is 65 
cents per 100 pounds, and upon like shipments from San Francisco to the cities re- 
ferred to above, an additional rate applying to a haul or carriage from the Missouri 
river to said cities, which carriage is not real but constructive merely, is illegal, and 
should be abolished. Grouping all the enumerated commodities together, these 
complainants allege that existing rates are unjust, unreasonable, and exorbitant; 
that the same could be materially reduced without depriving the respondent com- 
panies of a fair and remunerative revenue, and that unless they are reduced, great 
loss and hardship must inevitably result to the jobbers of interior Kansas cities. 

They allege further, that there has been a recent advance of 10 cents per liuu- 
dred weight on the through rate on sugar from New Orleans to the above-named 
interior Kansas cities; that this rate has been almost, if not entirely, within the 
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State of Kansas, points on the eastern border of the State and points withont the 
State not being affected thereby. 

They farther allege, that the present distribnting rates from said interior cities 
of Kansas are nnjnst, nnreasonable, and exorbitant, npon property transported 
eastbonnd in all territory east of a point 75 miles east of said cities, being the ter- 
ritory east of the 75-mile limit established by this Board in the decision of the 
Wichita case, in 1889, and claim that they are entitled to the same basis of rates to 
the east line of the State as exists westward; and that the said 75-mile limit tends 
to dwarf the commercial interests of the State of Kansas, and is a discrimination 
in favor of jobbing points on the Missouri river, and shoald be abolished. 

They further allege, that the rates given in the said Wichita case contained no 
rates lower than the 4th class, and that they are entitled to 5th class, and to classes 
A, B, G, D, and E, npon the same basis as that apon which they received a redac- 
tion upon the first foar classes. 

Whebefobe: The complainants, alleging that the rates as set forth and referred 
to are nnjast, nnreasonable, and exorbitant, and tend to greatly hinder and embar- 
rass the jobbing trade of the interior cities named, and serionsly retard the devel- 
opment and prosperity of the State of Kansas, ask and demand that the rates on 
the commodities named be reduced in accordance with the following schedule, to wit:

All other articles taking 5th class rate in car-loads, and 4th class rate in less 
quantities, 10 cents per 100 pounds less than existing 5th class rates. And that the 
75- mile limit referred to be removed and abolished. 

The complaint was filed in this office July 18, 1891, and immediately referred to 
the respondent companies, who, on August 4, entered a general denial to all and sin- 
gular the allegations thereof. 

Due notice having been given, the case was heard in this office September 4, the 
complainants being represented by Messrs. Swigart and Martin, of Hutchinson, and 
Judge James Humphrey, of Junction City, and the respondent companies by their 
respective general attorneys. 

BBSPONDBNTS DEMT7B. 

The Missouri Pacific Railway Company, by its attorney. Judge Kelso, entered a 
deihurrer, holding that the complaint was not sufficiently specific to constitute a 
charge which could be intelligently met; and further, that the issue, as sought to be 
made up, involved interstate commerce questions, over which the State had no 
power to assume jurisdiction through this Commission or otherwise. This demurrer 
was subsequently joined in by all the respondents, in so far as the jurisdictional ob- 
jection was concerned. 

The Commission, after hearing argument by counsel, overruled the demurrer, 

holding the allegations of the complaint sufficiently specific, and their hearing and 

determination not an invasion of Federal authority. On this last point it said: 

The Commission, from the first filing of this complaint, has recognized the far-reaching questions 
it would bring before it ; questions of more gravity and of a different character than had ever been con- 
sidered by this Commission or a kindred tribunal; that it would raise the question, as it has already 
d one, of State and Federal jurisdiction, on the plea that only interstate rates were in question. But 
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the Commission holds that just what an interstate rate is has never, to its knowledge, been judicially 
defined. The Commission holds that it has the right to hear and determine whether or not, under the 
pretense and shield of interstate rates, a Kansas railroad corporation has violated its natural and le- 
gal obligations to its creator, the State. 

We recognize in the case in hearing the singular fact, that behind this interstate shield is a charge 
from the Missouri river back to the interior of Kansas for service not rendered, on commodities not 
moved in that direction at all. This charge does not appear, at first sight, to be any part of an inter- 
state or State rate, but a constructive rate, charged for services never rendered. The Commission says 
this much for the information of respondents and to put you all upon your feet. This constructive 
charge, it is alleged, is no part of a State or interstate rate appearing upon any published schedule of 
either, and if it prove to be an arbitrary charge, not earned by the actual service for which it assumes 
to be made, the Commission will have no hesitancy in assuming jurisdiction over it. 

SUQAB BATB. 

The sabject of this complaint was fonnd to be daal in character; so mnch so as 
to require a division in both investigation and decision — the sugar rate, and the 
rate on other commodities entering into the trade of a wholesale grocer. 

The former — the sugar rate — being considered paramount in importance, in- 
volving the jurisdiction question set up by the respondents in their demurrer, will 
have first consideration. 

Sugar is an article of such universal and extensive use as to make its cost to 
consumers a question of prime importance in every family, and as transportation 
is as much an element of cost to the consumers as is the raw material or manufac- 
ture, we are dealing with a matter which touches the pocket of every citizen of the 
State. 

In order to a right understanding of the nature and importance of the questions 
raised in  this controversy, it seems to be required of us to make a clear and full 
statement of the conditions and facts as we find them. If this statement serves 
to prove the existence of a "trust" and "combine*' which denies freedom of com- 
merce between Kansas and sister States, which forces Kansas railway companies to 
cripple enterprise, dwarf business and levy contribution upon its people in the in- 
terest of those in an adjoining State, it is the misfortune of those exposed in their 
wrongs and not the fault of those who make the statement. 

Sugar production in our country is in the hands of a very limited number of in- 
dividuals and corporations. Its manufacture requires a capital of such magnitude 
as to make competition, incident to other industries, quite impossible. Hence, to 
join these few in concerted action for control of material, manufacture and prices 
is much less difficult for them than dangerous to the public. Its mention, however, 
would have no place here, did we not find this combination of sugar producers dic- 
tating rates and forcing discriminations by Kansas railroads against Kansas dealers, 
with the result of an increase in cost of this staple article of general consumption 
to our people. That this condition actually exists, is made too plain for denial. 

The supply of sugar for Kansas is drawn from four sources, viz. : New York* 
Philadelphia, New Orleans, and San Francisco. At fixed periods this combination 
of sugar producers have a "round-up" of States and Territories, ** cutting out" and 
dividing among themselves the sugar consumers of the whole country, as cattle are 
" rounded up " and parceled out on the western plains. It therefore happens that 
at one time we get our supply from San Francisco, then from New Orleans, and, 
again, from New York or Philadelphia. In this division and distribution, rate- 
making seems to cut an important figure, as will be explained later. 

We find the rate on sugar, from San Francisco to the Missouri river, to be uni- 
form on all lines, at 65 cents per 100 pounds; the rate from the same point to any 
interior point in Kansas, including those where complainants in this case are doing 
business, is the Missouri river rate, with local rate back to such points added. In 
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other words, the complainants are compelled to pay $1.01 for a much less service 
than their Kansas Oity competitors get for 65 cents. 

To enforce this unnatural and discriminative practice, the sugar producers and 
railway companies must necessarily codperate with each other. The one will not 
sell sugar at San Francisco subject to direct billing and shipment to the complain- 
ants. It must be sold and routed via Kansas Oity, Mo., if sold to them at all. The 
other will not deliver the sugar to the complainants, en route, on payment of the 
full Missouri river rate, although it is carried past their very doors, but will only 
deliver it in transitu on payment of an added charge equal to the cost of shipping 
it back from Kansas City to the point of such delivery in transit. 

It was in evidence that at one time sale of sugar at San Francisco was uncondi- 
tionally refused to interior Kansas dealers, the reason, as given by Mr. Spreckles, 
being "obligated not to sell west of the Missouri river." 

The present practice of selling for delivery via Kansas City, Mo., and the collec- 
tion of the return local rate, as a condition of delivery to the purchaser en route, 
seems to have relieved the situation and released Mr. Spreckles from the obligation; 
and well it might, for it at once annihilated distance, and put the Kansas City dealer 
on the same footing for trade west of Salina, Hutchinson and Wichita as dealers 
located at these places, nearly 200 miles nearer the source of a common sugar sup- 
ply« It compels the complainants to buy an article produced west of them on a 
fictitious invoice and bill of lading, embracing current price and a through freight 
charge to a point 200 miles east of its actual destination, and then pay to the Kan- 
sas railway company, which delivers it to them en route, the local rate back on that 
same 200 miles, over which, as a matter of fact, the sugar had never been moved a 
single yard in either direction. 

The respondent companies do not attempt a defense nor a palliation of this 
wrong, but deny responsibility for it and the power of the State to remedy or in 
any manner interfere with it. 

In seeking relief from responsibility from this anomalous and discriminative 
condition two distinct and antagonistic theories or reasons were presented. One of 
these holds Spreckles and Havemeyer, the *' sugar kings," responsible for it; the 
other, that it is due to Missouri river and Canadian competition in the sugar traffic. 

To Mr. Lee, one of the complainants, while on the witness stand, questions were 
put by Mr. Hurd, attorney for the Santa Fd Company, which, with their answers, 
throw much light on the subject: 

Mb. Hubd: Do n't you know the reason for the exceedingly low rates to Missouri river points — 
that it is water competition ? 

Mb. Lee: No, sir; I don't know it. 

Mb. Hubd : Do n't you know, as a matter of fact, the rate to Salina, Hutchinson, Wichita, and other 
points west of the Missouri river, for San Francisco sugar, is made at the dictation of Spreckles, who 
won't sell it to you unless at Missouri river points, and that the railroads must haul it at that rate or 
they can't haul it at all? 

iS[B. Lee: Then what I said is true, is it — that there is a combination against us? 

Mb. Hubd : There is no combination by the railroads. Mr. Spreckles won't ship sugar to you un- 
less it goes to the Missouri river and pays the local back, and the railroads must make that rate. 

The Commission: Does Spreckles make it a condition of your purchase of sugar, that you ship it 
via Kansas City and pay local rate back? 

Mb. Lee: Yes, sir; his circular said he could only quote sugar free on board cars at the Missouri 
river. 

Mb. Hubd: The railroad company has got to make that rate to get the sugar there. 

Again, Mr. Hurd, in attempting to deny that the Oalifornia rate was made up of 
the ]ibrough rate and the local rate back, said: 

It is true that it amounts to the same thing, but it was not made In that manner. The whole rea- 
son for that rate was the fact that the manufacturers of sugar had entered into a combination by which 
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it was agreed that the western manufactarers were not to sell to points west of the Missouri river, but 
they could bUy it at the Missouri river ; in that way they got San Francisco sugar, and Spreckles 
avoided his agreement with the Havemeyers. 

In oonfirmation of this, Mr. Low, of the Book Island, said to witness Griffith: 
You know as well as we do, that the railroad companies are not responsible for the California rate 

Mr. Gay, of the Santa F^, said, in the same connection: 

What we are objecting to is having conditions that are created by a combination among sugar men 
brought in here and offered as evidence of a combination among the railroad companies. 

So f %r,. then, as the California rates are concerned, the respondents wash their 
hands of responsibility, and plead the arbitrary mandate of sugar producers as their 
protection from State interference. 

For a time New Orleans was connected np with the complainants by rates which 
emancipated them from bondage to the Missouri river re-rating line. But it was 
short lived. The trans-Missouri lines refused to prorate with New Orleans connec- 
tions on a basis less than their local rate, and the rate went rapidly up from 85 cents 
to 60 cents, the rate complained of. 

On the plea of water competition, foreign competition, or the sugar-combine 
dictation, all Kansas lines join in a rate of 30 cents from New Orleans to points 
designated on the so-called re-rating line, which extends from Fort 6cott to Omaha, 
around through the interior of Nebraska, via Lincoln and other cities as remote 
from water competition as any interior commercial city in Kansas. 

To illustrate this arbitrary and discriminative action upon the part of all the 
respondent companies, it is only necessary to cite the condition of these sugar rates 
on one of them. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ Oompany has a line of continuous road from 
Galveston, Texas, via Fort Worth, north through the Indian Territory and Okla- 
homa, entering Kansas at Arkansas Oity, 182 miles west of the east line of Kansas, 
upon which Kansas Oity is located. This point of entry is but 18 miles east from 
Wichita, 48 miles from Hutchinson, and 80 miles from Salina, which list includes 
the business location of all the complainants in this action. 

Fifteen miles north of the place of entry into Kansas, the road diverges in two 
separate lines, the western line passing through Wichita, around via Topeka; while 
the eastern branch, known as the Southern Kansas line, goes by way of Independ- 
ence and Ottawa, the two coming together again at Holliday Junction and going 
into Kansas City on a common track. 

The rate on sugar, from New Orleans, received from connecting lines at Fort 
Worth and from Galveston over its own continuous line, to the first point touched 
on the Kansas border, Arkansas City, is 62 cents; to Wichita, 52 miles further, 60 
cents; to Hutchinson, 112 miles further, 60 cents; to Salina, 197 miles further, 66 
cents; to Emporia, 182 miles further, 49 cents; to Lawrence, 211 miles further, 34 
cents; and to Kansas City, 241 miles from Arkansas City, 30 cents. 

On the Southern Kansas line the same thing is practiced: Bate to Arkansas City, 
62 cents; to Independence, 94 miles further, 48^ cents; to Humboldt, 128 miles fur- 
ther, 39 cents; to Ottawa, 183 miles further, 87 J cents; and to Kansas City, 241 miles 
from Arkansas City, 30 cents. 

It will be observed at once that in this action of Kansas corporations the natural 
and valuable rights of its citizens are denied to them. The universal law of reduced 
cost to the consumers by reason of reduced distance from the producer is not only 
nullified but reversed. The consumers of sugar at Arkansas City are forced to pay 
in freight charges more than double the amount taxed upon the consumers of Kan- 
sas City, although they live more than a third of the entire distance nearer the point 
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of oommon supply for both. The penalty these people have to pay for living 241 .' 
miles nearer to the oane-fields and sngar-mills amounts to one-third of a cent on 
every ponnd of sagar consumed, and more than one-half cent a pound if rates wer&' 
made on the basis of distance. 

These discriminative rates are made, practically, upon the same basis of tho8& 
from California, which the respondents charge Mr. Spreokles with forcing upon 
them, viz.: The through rate to the Missouri river, plus the local rate back to th& 
point of delivery in transit. But they are accounted for on the theory of water com- i 
petition, not sugar-trust dictation. 

Stripped of sophistry and subterfuge, this contest resolves itself into ti plain ^ 
business question which every citizen of the State should carefully study and com- 
pletely understand. It is this: Shall Kansas be open to capital and enterprise, un- 
trammeled in working out its own destiny, free to develop its possibilities in building 
up commercial cities on its own soil? or, shall it be subordinated to a limited por- 
tion of its eastern border, building cities and giving its wealth and power to an ad- 
joining State? 

This Commission has more than once had occasion to urge attention to this sub- 
ject, but never before under circumstances so conclusive, facts so convincing as now,, 
that the Missouri river as a railroad re-rating line is a menace to Kansas, which 
means commercial bondage and business serfdom to its future. 

It is not water nor foreign competition, nor the iron rule of sugar kings, that 
has brought about the conditions that are being contended against. It is a resolute 
and hitherto resistless determination to force all commercial intercourse between 

r 

Kansas and the world without through a narrow gateway, at which Kansas City, Mo.^ 
stands as the master toll-gatherer. 

As has been shown by sworn evidence of railway traffic managers and attorneys, 
in the hearing of this case, not a pound of sugar, that most staple of all articles ^ 
save flour, can enter Kansas except it comes through this gateway. No matter how 
near it may be on the west, the north or south of us, it must travel around the State^ 
at the expense of consumers, to enter through this Missouri-guarded gate. Con- 
structively, it travels the circuit and comes in that way, and actually it pays the cost 
of that travel, or the people of Kansas do, and all that it may make mercantile suc- 
cess impossible in Kansas and hold the power of commercial rule beyond its own 
border. 

Not only has the demand been made that all inbound traffic must pass within this 
narrow limit, but outbound as well, and this Commission has stood to protect Kan- 
sas railroads from repeated and insistent appeals for Missouri river grain rates, 
which, joined with the rates from Kansas City, would force all our grain to travel 
two sides of a triangle to the Texas market. And it must be admitted that as much 
reason exists for sending wheat from Salina to Fort Worth around by Kansas City 
as can be urged for bringing sugar from Fort Worth or Galveston around by Kansas 
City to Salina. Each involves an unnecessary charge, which amounts to an inter- 
ference with commerce between the States and the levy of a contribution upon the 
consumer. 

The respondents relied upon two distinct theories of defense — one of justifica- 
tion, on the alleged fact that at the Missouri river is met water and foreign compe- 
tition, over which neither Federal nor State authority has control, which compels 
the adoption of these discriminative rates for their protection in traffic destined to 
that water line; the other is, that the allegations of the complainants involve inter- 
state questions, and a response to them, a regulation of interstate commerce by a 
State, a clear invasion of Federal prerogative and usurpation of its jurisdiction. 

It remains for us to run down these lines of defense to determine their sincerity

and valne; whether they are ingenioas pretexts, or valid reasons; inventions to dis- 
gnise or solvents to disclose the trnth. 

Now, as a praotioal, oommeroial fact, do the respondent companies meet a con- 
trolling factor of water transportation at the Missouri river? The negative answer 
to this question is found in common intelligence, and is established by testimony 
in this case, which was not challenged. It was shown that but a single shipment of 
sugar had been made by water to Kansas City; that that was an experimental ship- 
ment, under the auspices of New Orleans sugar refiners, in an effort to force a lower- 
ing of rates into Kansas. In amount it was not equal to a teaspoonful of sugar to- 
an inhabitant of Kansas, and, as an experiment, an absolute failure. It was so ex- 
ceptional, so trifling, that it did not affect the sugar market the amount of 1 mill in 
Kansas Oity, nor agitate the question of rates on either side of the river. It re- 
sulted in putting 3 cents on 100 pounds, of that one shipment, into the pockets of 
Kansas Oity dealers, at the probable expense of the sugar refiners in New Orleans, 
this and nothing more. 

As a plain matter of fact, a practical element in the problem of transportation, 
the Missouri river on the east line of Kansas, in its present unnavigable condition, 
cuts no more figure, commands no more respect, than the Kaw at Topeka, th& 
Smoky Hill at Salina, or the Republican at'Olyde. It is no longer held as a con- 
trolling reason for its being accepted as a re-rating line, except in argument before 
this Commission. The river has long since been abandoned as such line, and it 
now commences on the south at Fort Scott, 100 miles inland from the Missouri 
river; and north of Kansas City it leaves the river, trending westward through Whit- 
ing, Horton, and Morrill, in Kansas, to Lincoln and other interior cities of Ne- 
braska, far west and more remote from this pretended water competition than the 
cities such rates are denied to by the same roads in Kansas. 

Whiting, Horton and Morrill are each further from the Missouri river than Law- 
rence, and nearly in an exact line north of Topeka. Now, just how it happened 
that Missouri river water competition soaks back with a 30-cent rate to the former 
and leaves Lawrence to pay 34 cents and Topeka 39 cents, no attempt was made to- 
explain; but to expose this condition of things is to set aside the theory of water 
competition, as a factor in this controversy, as a colossal absurdity. 

It is due to say that one of the learned attorneys disclaimed the 30- cent rate at 
Fort Scott as a river rate. He said that Fort Scott being on the direct line from 
New Orleans to Kansas City, the fourth section of the interstate commerce act con- 
trolled. To charge more at that point than 30 cents would be a greater rate for a. 
lesser distance. But this explanation is as fatal as that of the traffic expert; for if 
this law prevailed on that line, how could it be evaded on the Santa F^ line, direct 
from Galveston via Arkansas City and intermediate points to Kansas City, or the 
Union Pacific from San Francisco via Salina to Kansas City ? 

In the matter of jurisdiction, it is readily admitted that a State may not under- 
take to regulate interstate commerce, and if it be found as claimed, that a correction 
of the discrimination complained of in this action amounts to such regulation, the 
State has no power, direct or delegated, to try and decide upon it. The demurrer is 
evidently based upon the assumption that any action on the part of a State to pro- 
tect its citizens in the enjoyment and benefits of a free and untrammeled interstate 
commerce, against the acts of one or more of its citizens seeking to obstruct and 
deny such enjoyment and benefit, amounts to a regulation of interstate commerce* 
In this we cannot concur. 

The power of Congress, as defined by the United States Supreme Court, in an 
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opinion cited by the learned attorneys of the respondents, 12 Howard, 299, is as 

follows: 

The prominent idea in the mind of the framers of the constitution, when to Congress was com- 
fnilted the power to regulate commerce among the several States; that the power to prevent embarrass* 
ing restrictions by any State was the end desired. 

In this case a citizen, or combination of citizens rather, the railway companies 
respondent, without concert of action or division of gain with connecting lines of 
transportation of interstate traffic, do nndertake to impose npon the people of Kan- 
sas *' embarrassing restrictions" upon interstate commerce between Kansas and its 
sister States. These respondent companies have undertaken, and are doing in the 
acts complained of, the very thing which the Supreme Oonrt, in the words we have 
quoted, says Congress was given power to prevent a State from doing: they are im- 
posing embarrassing restrictions upon commerce between the States of California 
and Louisiana and the State of Kansas. 

To say that the power of a State is not adequate to prevent its own corporations 
from imposing these embarrassing restrictions upon commerce between itself and 
sister States, and not its duty to protect its citizens from the destructive results of 
such interference with the freedom of commerce, is equivalent to an abdication of 
power over and a denial of obligation to its own citizens. 

In view of facts established beyond controversy in this hearing, it is made plain 
that there is no merit in the jurisdictional que8tio;n raised by the respondents. In 
the constructive charge complained of, there is no element of an interstate rate. 
The cost of a return haul is for service not rendered — not intended to be per- 
formed. It does not form a part of the original way- or expense-bills, nor is it 
recognized in any known rate or division sheet of connecting companies. Nor, ac- 
-cording to the testimony of the companies themselves, herewith published, is it a 
voluntary imposition by those who collect and appropriate it, but an enforced col- 
lection, made on the demand of those not engaged in the transportation business. 

DECISION. 

In view of the facts and conditions disclosed, it is clearly the judgment of the 
Commission that the owner of property has an undoubted right to control it in 
transitu^ by re-routing or stopping it at any point, on full payment of charges, to the 
point of destination named in the contract of carriage; but the carrier has no legal 
right to charge a return haul, or any other sum, as a condition or as an incident of 
such delivery in transit; and that to do this at the demand or appeal of any man, 
or combination of men, does not palliate but magnify the wrong. 

There are two methods of relief for the complainants from this discrimination, 
which must, if continued, drive them out of business, and become an insuperable 
barrier to others who would engage in it. 

The first of these remedies must come from the voluntary action of the railroad 
•companies made parties to this case. They may, and we hope will, recognize their 
first obligation and best final interest in building up and magnifying the interests 
of Kansas. They can, if they so elect, arrange interstate or concede local rates from 
re-rating lines, which will put Kansas jobbers on a footing of successful rivalry with 
those on the Missouri river. More than this they will not ask; less than this should 
not be offered. Recognizing the vexatious environments of the situation, as all must 
do, and the power of commercial rule so long conceded to the Missouri river, we 
suggest, as sufficient to meet the present emergency, a rate of 75 cents on San Fran- 
cisco and of 45 cents on New Orleans sugar.

The second of these remedies lies in the power of this Commission to establish a 
commodity rate on sngar from the re-rating base in Kansas to its interior, which, 
added to the rate to that line, will pat Kansas dealers on their feet. This can be 
done and still have sach rate free from the charge of unreasonableness. 

The Commission therefore finds and decides, in the matter of sngar rates, that 
the respondent companies be given nntil February 1, 1892, to afford the relief by 
voluntary action, as first above set forth; or, on their failure or refusal to do so, 
that this Commission will put in a commodity rate which will meet the just and 
reasonable demand of the complainants, such rates to take effect and be in force 
on and after February 10, 1892. 

* DISTBIBUTITE BATES. 

The complainants are wholesale grocers in their respective towns in the interior 
■of Kansas, and as such seek to distribute their goods to country dealers within the 
territory naturally tributary to them. Their supplies are drawn from the larger 
-commercial centers of the country — east, wQst, and south — principally from job- 
bing cities situated on the line of the Missouri river. Their territory is chiefly in 
the State of Kansas. Their competition is confined to the jobbing cities along the 
Missouri river, which have until recently enjoyed a monopoly of this territory. Be- 
ing nearer to the points of consumption, these complainants reach their customers 
by short- distance hauls, under special jobbing tariffs made effective by order of this 
-Commission, which tariffs were designed to place them upon an equal footing as 
regards rates with their competitors on the Missouri river; but they now allege and 
set up that the respondent companies have not maintained a parity of rates be- 
tween them and their competitors, but have given the latter better rates than are 
given to interior jobbing cities, the effect of which is to seriously hinder and em- 
barrass them in their business. Further, that this hardship has been recently ag- 
gravated by an advance in the rates on sugar to these complainants, while the rates 
to their competitors have remained the same. That is to say, the car-load rates 
from the Missouri river to Hutchinson, Wichita, and the other interior ci^es named 
in this complaint, plus the distributing rates from these points, exceed the distrib- 
uting rates from the Missouri river to the same points by an amount sufficient to 
work a hardship in every case, and in some instances to become prohibitory to the 
interior jobbing houses. To illustrate: If the wholesale dealer on the Missouri river 
can lay down his goods to a retail dealer in the interior of Kansas, within the nat- 
ural territory of a wholesale dealer in Hutchinson or Wichita, by as much less as 
the distributing rate from Hutchinson or Wichita, it is manifest that the interior 
wholesale dealer must stand this loss in order to retain his customer, or retire from 
business. This, the complainants allege, is the practical effect of the present rates, 
which they declare are therefore unjust, unreasonable, and exorbitant. 

In determining this matter, it is fair to cite for the purpose of comparison the 
rates in effect at some of the principal business centers of the country, unless |t can 
be shown that these are temporary, and forced by circumstances to a point too low 
for a reasonable profit to the carrier. Presumably a rate created by a road, or par- 
ticipated in voluntarily for a considerable time, is deemed by such road to be reason- 
able; and hence it may safely be assumed, that where the circumstances are similar 
in neighboring districts, the same or a similar rate may be held to be reasonable. 
It will hardly be contended that any rule of business ethics exists for the manage- 
ment of a railroad by which the retail merchant in the interior of Kansas, for ex- 
ample, should be compelled to patronize wholesale dealers at the Missouri river to 
the exclusion of those in his immediate neighborhood. Neither can it be assumed 
by the carrier that it is legitimately within the scope and function of a railroad to 
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build up one oommnnity by tearing down another, even thongh its selfish interests 
might be temporarily enhanced by so doing. 

We oome now to consider the relative position of wholesale dealers at the Mis- 
souri rive;r and those in the interior of Kansas, as regards their facilities and ad- 
vantages for reaching retail dealers in the vicinity of the latter, and the effects of 
existing rates npon the two. 

The Missouri river dealer ases a 4th class, or less-than-car-load rate for the entire 
haul to his customers, located, say at Nickerson, a distance of 231 miles, while the 
Hatohinson dealer nses a 5th class rate, or car load rate from the river to Hutchin- 
son, a distance of 220 miles, and a less-than-car-load rate from Hutchinson to Nick- 
erson, a distance of 11 miles. 

Under existing tariffs, the river dealer sends his goods to the Nickerson dealer 
as 4th class, for 41 cents per 100 pounds, or 3.55 cents per ton per mile. The Hutch- 
inson dealer gets his goods from the Missouri river to Hutchinson as 5th class, for 
36 cents per 100 pounds, or 3.27 cents per ton per mile, and forwards his shipment 
to the Nickerson dealer as 4th class, upon which he pays 9 cents per 100 pounds, or 
16.54 cents per ton per mile, a total of 45 cents per 100 pounds; an advantage to the 
river dealer of 4 cents pet 100 pounds. 

A retail dealer located at Great Bend, a distance of 279 miles from the Missouri 
river, gets his goods shipped through direct as 4th class for 41 cents per 100 pounds, 
the same as the rate to Nickerson and Hutchinson; while, if he seeks from patriotic 
or other motives to patronize a wholesale dealer in his vicinity, he must pay a rate 
of 51 cents per 100 pounds, made up of a rate of 36 cents to Hutchinson and 15 cent» 
per 100 pounds thence to Great Bend, a distance of 49 miles — a penalty of 10 cents 
per 100 pounds for patronizing his neighbor, the Hutchinson dealer. 

It will be observed that, while the Hutchinson dealer enjoys an advantage of 5- 
cents per 100 pounds on goods delivered at Hutchinson on 5th class rates, as against 
the river dealer who pays a rat.e of 41 cents per 100 pounds on his goods on 4th class 
rates delivered at the same point, this advantage is wiped out, and a discrimination 
of 4 cents per 100 pounds made against him at the first station out from Hutchinson 
and 10 cents at Great Bend, by reason of the rate to the Missouri river jobber re- 
maining the same to the latter point, while the Hutchinson jobber is compelled to 
pay a distributing rate out in addition, which increases with every station on the 
road. The same condition exists at other points west and north of Hutchinson, 
naturally tributary to that city, and further away from and not naturally tributary 
to Missouri river points, where the Hutchinson dealer stands directly in the road 
between the retail dealer in central Kansas and the wholesale dealer at the Missouri 
river, and yet he is debarred from business with the former because of the disparity 
in the rates on the freight. 

The disparity is still greater as we go east from Hutchinson, for the reason that 
the distributing from that point eastward is made on short hauls, for which the rate 
is higher, and these rates come in competition with the long-haul portion of the 
Missouri river distributing rate. It must be admitted, however, that this disparity 
of relation to the trade in the territory east of Hutchinson is due in a measure to 
natural causes which cannot be overcome. The trade in Hutchinson attempting to 
supply demands east of it must necessarily have a much narrower limit than west- 
ward, inasmuch as it comes in the face of a natural advantage of any trading point 
east of them. 

This disparity in rates can be modified or overcome, and the competitors for the 
retail trade of Kansas placed on a more equal footing in several ways. Either the 
distributing rates for short hauls can be lowered, or the rates for long hauls can be 
raised, or the 5th class or commodity rates into the territory can be scaled down. 
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Taking the last proposition first, for the purpose of an analysis of the subject, we 
find the situation as follows, viz.: The increase at Hutchinson on 1st class rate, nsing 
the rate found at the first station ont of Kansas Oity or Argentine as a basis, is 450 
per cent.; on 2d class it is 480 per cent.; on 3d class, 525 per cent.; on 4th class, the 
distributing rate used by the competitors in this territory, it recedes to 485 per cent.; 
while the 5th class, the commodity rate, upon which the Hutchinson dealer gets his 
supplies in car-load lots, increases 620 per cent. The average increase in the four 
firc^t classes is 485 per cent.; and to bring the 5th class rate to the average of these 
classes would reduce the rate to Hutchinson to 29 cents from 86, the present rate — 
a gain to the Hutchinson dealer that would practically wipe ont all existing discrim- 
inations to the west and southwest in his best natural territory. An exception to 
this must be made in the case of the towns on the Great Bend branch of the Santa 
F6, where the Hutchinson dealer would even then find himself discriminated against, 
owing to the Missouri river rates being lower, in consequence of the shorter line of 
the Missouri Pacific. 

A comparison of the 5th class rates in effect from the Missouri river westward 
with those from Chicago westward discloses the fact that the former is not only very 
much greater, but apparently abnormally high. The rate from Ohicago to Kansas 
City is 1.09 cents per ton per mile; the rate from Chicitgo to Hutchinson is 1.71 
cents per ton per mile; while the rate from Kansas City to Hutchinson is 3.27 cents 
per ton per mile, or exactly 300 per cent, greater than that from Chicago to Kansas 
City. li >is doubtless true that the greater volume of business between Cl^icago and 
Kansas City, and the longer haul, furnish a reason for a rate somewhat lower than 
could be afforded on the tonnage between Kansas City and Hutchinson; but, admit- 
ting this, why should not the same argument be applied to the still longer haul from 
Chicago to Hutchinson direct? If it be true that the smaller volume of business 

m 

west of the river justifies a higher rate, why not apply it on that part of the Chicago 
haul? The rate to Kansas City is a voluntary one on the part of the roads partici- 
pating in it, as is also the rate between Chicago and Hutchinson, and presumably 
both are regarded by the roads as reasonable and remunerative. 

A comparison of the rates on the four higher classes shows the following differ- 
ences against Hutchinson, viz.:

The disparity in rates shown above by no means illustrates fully ail the di«iad- 
yantages to which the wholesale dealer at Hutchinson and other interior Kansas 
jobbing towns is subjected. The table not only shows that on the 1st, 2d, 3d and 
4th classes the sum of the locals, Ohicago to Kansas City and Kansas City to Kansas 
points, is the same as the through rate, with very few and trifling exceptions, but 
an examination of the same tariffs from which these figures are compiled shows that 
the Ist -class rate of 66 cents from Kansas City begins at Hutchinson, extends to 
Great Bend on the main line, a distance of 52 miles, and west of there on the branch 
to Rush Centre, a distance of 32 miles, or 84 miles from Hutchinson. The same is 
tru^ of the 2d class rates. This blanket rate undoubtedly works a decided advantage 
to the Kansas City jobber as against the jobber at interior Kansas towns — the in- 
terior jobber being compelled to use a rate based upon actual mileage, and increas- 
ing proportionately with the increase of the haul from nearly every station. 

DECISION. 

The Commission finds that existing rates work an unjust discrimination and 
hardship to the complainants which fully sustain their complaint, and that they are 
entitled to relief by a modification of such rates to fairly and justly meet the case. 
It further finds and decides, that a reduction of the commodity or 5th class late is 
the proper remedy. It is, therefore, ordered, that on and After February 1, 1892^ 
the rate on such 5th class shall be reduced, and be as follows: To Wichita and 
Hutchinson, 29 cents; to Arkansas City, 33 cents; to Salina, 25 cents per 100 pounds. 

WICHITA BATE LIMITATION. 

In the complaint of the city of Wichita against the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
F6 Railroad Co. et al., heard and decided by this Commission on March 29, 1889, and 
reaffirmed on second hearing June 7, 1889, a limit 75 miles eastward of Wichita was 
asked by the complainant, and left unquestioned by the respondents, the result be- 
ing that it became a condition of the decision; not by reason of its consideration so 
much as for the want of it. 

Since then, the parties who suggested it have more than once asked its abroga- 
tion, on the ground that it was found to be a disadvantage to them. The Commis- 
sion having, in this particular, granted the demand of Wichita, did not feel justified 
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in retracing the path made at its own request, and declined to open the question at 
snoh instance. 

Bat the demand for a reconsideration being now made by parties beyond Wich- 
ita, who are joined in this complaint, the Commission has no hesitancy it taking it 
np and deciding that the fixing of any limits to the freedom of trade and the force 
of enterprise is not only beyond the foram of its power, but clearly wrong, as 
against pnblic policy. 

The application of the 75-mile eastern limit, in the application of the said Wich- 
ita rate decision, is hereby made noil and void, and said rate decision mast apply to 
the whole State from the date of the promulgation of this decision.

FINAL DECISION, AFTER REHEARING. 

STATEMENT. 

This case was heard on September 4, 1891, and decision rendered thereon Jan- 
uary 6, 1892. The petition of complainants asked relief from an alleged discrimi- 
nation and excessive charge on sugar as a separate commodity, and on a number of 
articles enumerated in class five. They also asked relief from a previous order of 
the Commission, prescribing a limit to an order issued by it, and known as the 
^* Wichita Decision,'' promulgated March 29, 1889, and reaffirmed on a second hear- 
ing on June 7, 1889. 

In the decision of this case, of January 6, 1892, the Commission sustained the 
complainants in each of the three allegations of wrong, above set forth, the means of 
relief in each, respectively, being in words following: 

RATES ON SUGAR. 

There are two methods of relief for the complainants from this discrimination, which must, if con- 
tinued, drive them out of business, and become an insuperable barrier to others who would engage in it. 

The first of these remedies must come from the voluntary action of the railroad companies made 
parties to this case. They may, and we hope will, recognize their first obligation and best final inter- 
est in building up and magnifying the interests of Kansas. They can, if they so elect, arrange inter- 
state or concede local rates from re-rating lines which will put Kansas jobbers on a footing of successful 
rivalry with those on the Missouri river. More than this they will not ask, less than this should not be 
offered. Recognizing the vexatious environments of the situation, as all must do, and the power of com- 
mercial rule so long conceded to the Missouri river, we suggest, as sufficient to meet the present emer- 
gency, a rate of 75 cents on San Francisco and of 43 cents on New Orleans sugar. 

The second of these remedies lies in the power of this Commission to establish a commodity rate 
on sugar from the re-rating base in Kansas to its interior, which, added to the rate to that line, will 
put Kansas dealers on their feet. This can be done and still have such rate free from the charge of 
unreasonableness. 

The Commission, therefore, finds and decides, in the matter of sugar rates, that the respondent 
companies be given until February 1, 1892, to afford relief by voluntary action, as first above set forth ; 
or, on their failure or refusal to do so, that this Commission will put in a commodity rate which will 
meet the just and reasonable demand of the complainants, such rate to take effect and be in force on 
and after February 10, 1892. 

DISTRIBUTIVE RATES. 

The Commission finds that existing rates work an unjust discrimination and hardship to the com- 
plainants which fully sustain their complaint, and that they are entitled to relief by a modification o 
such rates to fairly and justly meet the case. It further finds and decides, that a reduction of the com 
modity or 5th-clas8 rate is the proper remedy. It is, therefore, ordered, that on and after February 1' 
1892, the rate on such 5th class shall be reduced, and- be as follows: To Wichita and Hutchinson, 29 
cents ; to Arkansas City, 33 cents ; to Salina, 25 cents per hundred pounds. 

WICHITA RATE LIMITATION. 

The Commission has no hesitancy in taking it up and deciding that the fixing of any limits to the 
freedom of trade and the force of enterprise is not only beyond the forum of its power, but clearly 
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vrong, as against pablio policy. The application of the 75-mile eastern limit, in the application of the 
«aid Wichita rate decision, is hereby made null and void, and said rate decision must apply to the 
whole State from the date of the promulgation of this decision. 

On the date named in the foregoing decision for it to become operative, by the 
ordering in of a local sngar rate and the taking effect of the rates made on 5th 
•class, also the abolition of the 75-mile limit, the respondent companies, throngh 
their respective law departments, asked for a rehearing, in a petition in words fol- 
lowing: 

7b /Ae Honorable the Board of Railroad CommUsioners of the State of Kansas : 

Gentlemen — The respondents in the above-entitled cause hereby respectfully petition your hon- 
-orable Board to grant a rehearing of the said cause on the 8th day of February, 1892, in order that your 
respondents may present such facts and figures as they may be able to present for the purpose of pro- 
•curing a modification of said order, it being the desire and intention of your respondents to, if possible, 
agree upon the adoption of such rates and schedules as shall substantially accomplish in eyery par- 
ticular the object sought to be attained by the order heretofore made by this honorable Board in the 
above-entitled cause, and at the same time not rosult in the great and unnecessary financial loss 
which, it is the belief of your petitioners, will of necessity result should said order as it now exists be 
literally complied with. 

This application is not made for the purpose of delay, but for the purpose of agreeing, if possible, 
tjpon such rates and schedules as will do entire justice, both to the people of the State of Kansas and 
to the interests of the respondents. If such rehearing is granted for the 8th day of February, 1892, the 
respondents undertake to be present with all necessary facts and information to enable prompt and 
-effective action to be taken, and no further delay will, under any consideration, be asked by the re- 
spondents.

This petition, being in a direct line with the suggestion of the Commission in its 
alternative decision on the sugar rate, and orally urged by the attorneys and traffic 
managers of the several respondent companies as a means of reaching an agree- 
ment with complainants, on a plan which would more surely secure to the one what 
they demanded, and protect the other from hardship apprehended from the original 
-decision, was readily granted, and February 8th fixed for the rehearing. 

After two days spent in formal hearing before the Oommission, and informal con- 
ference between the complainants and respondents, the latter being represented by 
their general attorneys and traffic managers, who assumed that they had full power 
to bind their several companies, the following agreement was reached, reduced to 
'Writing, and submitted to the Commission, with a joint request for its substitution 

for the original decision of January 6, 1892, viz.: 

The complainants have made us a final proposition which we have decided to accept. The propo- 
fiition is, that on all sugar, from all points, the differential to the points in question shall be 15 cents 
per hundred pounds above the Missouri river rate. On canned goods, coffee, and beans, in car-load 
lots, the differential to Salina shall be 22 cents; to Hutchinson and Wichita 25 cents, and Arkansas City 
128 cents. 

This agreement was approved, and embodied in an order, for reasons and in 
words following: 

This proposition not only embraced the subject-matter of sugar rates, which the Commission in its 
•decision urged the respondents to correct by voluntary action with connecting companies, but also the 
-essential articles in class five, the rate upon which was reduced by the decision and order; thus cover- 
ing all the questions as to rates embraced in the controversy. 

This proposition provided a remedy in an adjustment of through rates to interior jobbing points 
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In Kansas, complete in>it8elf, satiBfactory to the complainants, and, in the opinion of the Commission, 
equally protective to the interests of Kansas as would be an enforcement of its order. 

The CommlBsion, therefore, hereby suspends its order of January 6, 1892, until the expiration of 
the period of time agreed, March 1, when, if such agreed rates as are herein above named in the prop- 
osition are put in force, then and in that case the decision and order is to become null and void, as if 
never written ; if not so put in force at the date named, then and in that case the original order to re- 
main in force and immediate eflfect as to all things excepting sugar, and as to that a rate will be made 
from points on the Missouri river re-rating line, the same as though these proceedings had not been 
had, such sugar rate to take eflfect and be in force within 10 days thereafter. 

The respondent companies entered in apparent good faith upon a oomplianoe 
"with the terms of this agreement. Bate sheets were formulated and filed, with ad- 
vance notice to this and the Interstate Commerce Commission, of the date they were 
to become effective. 

Pending this action, the interests of Kansas City, Mo., which was to lose some of 
its advantages and power over Kansas, invoked the aid of the railroad companies 
•east and ontside of the State. The Western Railway Association, of which the Kan- 
eas companies having lines east of the Missouri river are enforced members, and 
which has always dictated terms to the trans-Missouri lines, interposed with an order 
that none of the companies having a membership in that organization should respect 
the compact and contract entered into, and made a part of the action of this Com- 
mission, as above set forth. 

This order was immediately recognized by the Rock Island company, but resisted 
by the others, some of which gave formal assurance to the Commissioners and com- 
plainants in this case that the agreement would be respected, and its terms complied 
with to the letter, regardless of outside persons or dictation. 

The final result has proven that the Kansas railway companies are subject to an 
association-power which can, at will, force jihem to deny admitted obligations to the 
citizens of Kansas, and humiliate them in falsified pledges, broken faith, and repu- 
diated contracts. They have all submitted to this foreign dictation in a formal 
notice of the cancellation of rates made in obedience to their contract, some before 
they became effective, and the others effective on March 15th, instant. 

It now remains for the Commission to assert the authority of the State, in a re- 
daction of the local rate on sugar and other commodities involved in the complaint, 
to a degree and in such manner as to make them non-discriminative, reasonable, 
and just. In doing this the Commission is not bound by the original order reducing 
rates on 5th class, which was suspended in respect to the agreed commodity rates 
on a portion of that class. It holds to the same rule of action which governed in 
consenting to the substitution of the agreement of February 9, between the com- 
plainants and respondents, for its order of January 6. 

In the hearing which preceded the adoption and approval of that agreement, it 
was made plain that the end sought by complainants could be attained more cer- 
tainly for them, and with less embarrassment to the respondent companies, by tak- 
ing from the 5th class a limited number of articles and making a commodity rate 
on them, leaving that class otherwise undisturbed as to rates. 

The demands of the grocers, and the concession of the companies, having formed 
an agreement in a differential of 15 cents per hundred pounds on sugar, from all 
points on the Missouri river re-rating line to Salina, Hutchinson, Wichita, and Ar- 
kansas City; and on canned goods, coffee and beans of 22 cents to Salina, 25 cents 
to Hutchinson and Wichita, and 28 cents to Arkansas City, over rates to such Missouri 
river re-rating line, the Commission deems it wise and just to make a local rate 
corresponding to this agreed differential, and limited to the articles thus named 
and agreed upon. 

This action on the part of the respondent companies, in naming a 15 cent addi- 
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tion to the Missonri river rate on sagar, is in perfect agreement with the jadgment 
of the Oommission, whioh asked for p 45-cent throngh rate on that commodity from 
the sonth and east to the several jobbing points named in this controversy. Its- 
volnntary concession, in the agreement, ^oold seem to conclude the argument in 
snpport of a 15-oent rate from Missonri river points as at once reasonable and jnst.. 
Bnt the Commission need not rest npon this recognition alone for its justification, 
inasmuch fis these same companies have voluntarily adopted, with the official sanc- 
tion and authority of both the Western and Trans-Missouri Associations, both of 
which now appear as protestants, a much lower rate than this on sugar moved in all 
directions, and nearly everywhere except in Kansas. 

In verification of this, reference is made to existing tariffs on sugar, as com- 
pared with the one proposed, as presented in the following exhibit:

It will be seen that the proposed rate of 15 cents yields to the companies nearly 
three times the revenue per ton mile of that which prevails across and around Kan- 
sas, in all directions. 

DECISION. 

The Commission therefore finds, decides, and orders, that on and after March 16,. 
1892, the rate on sugar, in car-load lots, from Fort Scott, Kansas City, Kas., Leaven- 
worth and Atchison shall be 15 cents per 100 pounds; and that in place of the order 
of January 6, 1892, reducing the rate on the 5th class, a com modity rate shall take 
effect and be in 'force from and after March 16, 1892, on canned goods, coffee, and 
beans, in car-load lots, of 22 cents to Salina, 25 cents to Hutchinson and Wichita^ 
and 28 cents to Arkansas City. By the Boabd.

On the 10th day of March, 1892, the Symns Grocer Company, of Atchison, in 
conjunction with others similarly situated, obtained in the district court of Atchi- 
son a temporary order restraining the respondent railroad companies or this Board 
from putting into effect the above rates. Upon a motion to dissolve the injunction^ 
Judge Eaton issued the following ruling continuing the temporary order: 

DECISION OF THE COURT. 

The Symns Grocer Company, of the city of Atchison, Kas., who sues for itself and all other per- 
sons, companies and corporations similarly situated and engaged in the wholesale grocery business at 
the cities of Atchison, Leavenworth, Kansas City, and Fort Scott, in the State of Kansas, brought 
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suit in this court, and on the 10th day of March, 1892, obtained a temporary injunction restraining the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Kansas, George T. Anthony, A. B. Greene, W. M. Mite hf 
ell, the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6 Railroad Company, the- 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Railway Company, the Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis Railway Com- 
pany, the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company and the Union Pacific Railway Company from 
putting into effect an order of the Board of Railroad Commissioners made and promulgated by said 
Board on the 5th day of March, 1892, and to take effect on the 16th day of March, 1892, changing the 
rates heretofore established on sugar, coffee, beans and canned goods from the cities of Atchison^ 
Leavenworth, Kansas City, Kas., and Fort Scott, Kas., to Hutchinson, Salina, Wichita, and Arkansas 
City, in the said State 6f Kansas, and from putting into force or effect the said rate, or any rate thai 
discriminates between car-load lots and quantities of such goods in less than car-load lots. Subse- 
qnently the Bittman-Todd Grocer Company and Rohlfing & Co., wholesale grocers at the city of Leav- 
enworth, intervened as parties, as did also the Wichita Wholesale Grocery Company, at Wichita, the 
H. D. Lee Mercantile Company, at Salina, the Hutchinson Wholesale Grocery Company, at Hutchin- 
son, and the Ranney-Alton Wholesale Grocery Company, at Arkansas City, Kas., all of whom, to- 
gether with the plaintiff, are engaged in the wholesale grocery business and as jobbers and wholesale 
dealers in sugar, coffee, beans, and canned goods. 

On the 24th day of May, 1892, the defendant the Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of 
Kansas and the four last above-named intervenors filed their amended motion to dissolve the tempo- 
rary injunction granted in said cause, for reasons, among others, that the petition did not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action, and that this court had no jurisdiction to grant said injunction . 

On the 18th day of June, 1892, the cause came on for hearing upon said motion and the evidence in 
suppoH thereof, and the controversy thereon was practically between the plaintiff and the wholesale 
jobbers at Atchison, Leavenworth, and Kansas City, Kas., and Fort Scott, Kas., known as the Missouri 
river jobbers, and the wholesale jobbers at Wichita, Hutchinson, Salina, and Arkansas City, known as 
interior jobbers, all within the State of Kansas. Though the hearing on the motion to dissolve occu- 
pied eight days, yet the computations made by the different parties on the tariff rate-sheets of the dif- 
ferent defendant railroad companies, all of which 'twere offered in evidence, necessarily consumed time , 
yet on the whole testimony introduced there is but lUtle dispute as to the facts. A brief synopsis of 
the testimony about which there is no material controversy shows that prior to July, 1891, and up to- 
the present time, the four articles, sugar, coffee, beans, and canned goods, were transported by all rail- 
roads west of the Mississippi river under the western classification as '5th class when in car-load lots, 
4th class when in less than car-load lots. This classification comprised in all about 340 articles of mer- 
chandise carried by railroad companies, the difference in rate between car-load and less than car-load 
being the cost of extra service in the handling of the latter over the former, which is 5 cents per 100 
pounds. Under the present schedule of freight rates, the rate on the 340-odd articles, including sugar, 
coffee, beans, and canned goods, in car-load lots, from Atchison, Leavenworth, Kansas City, Kas., and 
Fort Scott, to wit, from the Missouri river to Wichita is 36 cents, to Hutchinson is 36 cents, to Salina is 
29 cents, to Arkansas City is 42 cents per 100 pounds ; and less than car-load lots, from the Missouri 
river to Wichita is 41 cents, to Hutchinson is 41 cents, to Salina is 34 cents, and to Arkansas City is 49 
cents per 100 pounds. 

Under the order of the Board of Railroad Commissioners made March 5, 1892, which Is enjoined in 
this proceeding from going into effect, and which modified or took the place of an order made by said. 
Board January 6, 1892, the four articles, to wit, sugar, coffee, beans, and canned goods, were taken ont 
of the 5th class and given a commodity rate, as follows: On sugar, in car-load lots, from the Missouri 
river to Wichita, Hutchinson, Salina, and Arkansas City, 15 cents per 100 pounds; and on coffee, beans^ 
and canned goods, in car-load lots, from the Missouri river to Wichita 25 cents, to Hutchinson 25 cents,, 
to Salina 22 cents, to Arkansas City 28 cents per 100 pounds; while the 4th class (or less than ear-load, 
lots) rates remain as they are, making a difference in the rate between car-load and less than car-loadi 
from the Missouri river to Wichita, on sugar, of 26 cents per 100 pounds, and on coffee, beans, andi 
canned goods, of 16 cents per 100 pounds; the same difference to Hutchinson ; to Salina, on sugar, of 19 
cents per 100 pounds, and on coffee, beans, and canned goods, of 12 cents per 100 pounds; to Arkansas 
City, on sugar, of 34 cents per 100 pounds, and on coffee, beans, and canned goods, of 21 cents per lOO 
pounds. 

It is this great disparity of rates between car-loads and less than car-loads, ranging from 19' to 34t 
cents per 100 pounds on sugar, and from 12 to 21 cents per 100 pounds on coffee, beans, and canned 
goods, from Atchison, Leavenworth, Kansas City, Kas., and Fort Scott, to Wichita, Hutchinson, Salina,. 
and Arkansas City, that the plaintiff claims is so unreasonable and unjust, and if carried Into effect will' 
so discriminate against them and in favor of the interior jobbers as to wholly deprive them of carrying 
on and prosecuting any business in the interior of the State of Kansas, unless such business is carried 
on in car-load lots. The plaintiffs have been engaged in the wholesale grocery business at tbeh* re- 
pective places for a long time; have erected expensive buildings, and surrounded themselves with fa- 
cilities for carrying on the grocery business, receiving their goods in car-load lots, and distributing then> 
to their customers throughout the State of Kansas in less than car-load lots. The article of sugar is 
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' the chief staple, and constitutes one-third of the entire business of the wholesale dealer, and, together 

with the three other articles of coffee, beans, and canned goods, constitutes from 50 to 65 per cent, of 
\:/- the wholesale grocery business. The profit on sugar to the wholesale dealer is very small, and where 

^'•\ ' the retail merchant can buy his sugar there will he also purchase other goods, and hence it follows 

^:)\ that unless the wholesale dealer can sell his sugar, his trade in other commodities will fall off. 

The four articles in controversy herein are not produced in the State of Kansas, except at a few 
^' / places where certain canned goods are canned, but to those places the railroad companies have made 

oertain rates within the State, as they can do, by which those goods could be transported to certain 
trade centers and compete in price with the same kind of goods from other States. The sugar con- 
sumed in Kansas comes from New York, Philadelphia, New Orleans, and San Francisco; the canned 
goods principally from the Atlantic sea-board and California; beans from Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
California, and are transported as interstate products, and which it is conceded in this controversy 
that the Board of Railroad Commissioners have no right to interfere with, or make a rate which in 
any way affects an interstate rate on said products. The trend of trade is westward, and we have only 
to cast our eyes around us to see that certain points, or trade centers, by reason of their geographical 
position, water communication, nearness to the market, the laws of trade and commerce and other 
causes have and, necessarily I take it, must have certain advantages which we are to accept ; for to un- 
dertake to change them would work "confusion worse confounded." 

•The question of freight rates ia a very complex question. The wisdom and experience of skilled 
traffic men for years, aided by an Interstate Commerce Commission, under an act of Congress regulat- 
ing commerce between the States, find it very difficult to so adjust them so as to work the greatest good 
to the greatest number, which is the object recognized by all to be obtained. We can readily see the 
effect of the rule that, the farther you transport an article of commerce, the less the rate per ton per 
mile should be; otherwise the products of remote parts could not be transported to the centers of popu- 
lation so as to come within the reach of the consumer at a price he could afford to pay, any more than 
the products which we raise here could be sent to the markets at a price which would compensate us 
for the cost of their production. Under certain freight-rate schedules adopted by connecting lines of 
railway throughout the United States, and approved by the Interstate Commerce Commission, certain 
points have been established as distributing or re-rating points, for reasons hereinbefore alluded to, 
among them the Missouri river, and from which points it is difficult for persons engaged in any kind 
of trade or business to do business very far east of them in articles which they purchase from places 
east of them, for the reason that they come in contact with parties nearer the place of manufacture or 
production than they are who can undersell them; as, for instance, jobbers in any business on the 
Missouri river east of them come in contact with persons doing business at the Mississippi river points, 
and jobbers there soon clash with the same jobber from Chicago, and so on. 

So much,, then, for the contention by counsel for the interior jobbers that they cannot trade far 
east of their respective locations. Now let us look to the testimony as to the rates on the commodities 
to and from the points in controversy in this case. Under the evidence on this hearing, the interior 
jobbers purchase none of the four articles in car-load lots at the Missouri river; but they have pur- 
chased a few car-loads of sugar from brokers at Kansas City, Mo., shipped from New Orleans, New York, 
or Philadelphia, but they buy their sugar principally from New Orleans, as also do the Missouri river 
jobbers. The car-load rate on sugar from New Orleans to the Missouri river points is 30 cents per 100 
pounds, being 10 cents to St. Louis, and 20 cents from St. Louis to the Missouri river. The less-thah- 
car-load rate to Hutchinson from the Missouri river is 41 cents per 100 pounds, making the sum of the 
6th class to the Missouri river, plus 4th class out, 71 cents per 100 pounds; while the through car- 
load rate from New Orleans to Hutchipson is 60 cents per 100 pounds. The same rate obtains to Wich- 
ita. The 5th class rate from New Orleans, plus the 4th class rate to Salina from the Missouri river, is 
64 cents per 100 pounds, while the through car-load rate from New Orleans to Salina Is 56 cents per 100 
pounds. The 5th class rate from New Orleans, plus the 4th class rate to Arkansas City from the Mis- 
souri river, is 79 cents per 100 pounds, while the through car-load rate from New Orleans to Arkansas 
City is 62 cents per 100 pounds. It will be seen from the above rates that the sugar can be obtained 
direct from New Orleans at Hutchinson and Wichita for 11 cents per 100 pounds cheaper than from 
Missouri river points, 8 cents cheaper at Salina, and 17 cents cheaper at Arkansas City; or, in other 
words, the interior towns above mentioned have that advantage over Missouri river towns on every 
100 pounds of sugar at their own doors. 

But it is claimed, on the part of the interior towns, that they are excluded from selling sugar in 
the towns tributary to them, because the 4th class rate out from their respective localities added to 
their through rate is more than the same rates from the Missouri river towns. California sugar is laid 
down by the refiners at San Francisco at a certain price free on board the cars at the Missouri river, 
to the jobbers there, the freight being paid by the refiners, who also fix the price of their sugar at Den- 
ver, Colo., and at Mississippi river poiuts, the rate being a commodity rate, that is, a rate from point 
to point, and cuts no figure in the price of sugar, for the rate to Denver is $1 per 100 pounds, while to 
the Missouri river, 600 miles further east, it is only 65 cents per 100 pounds. This price is fixed, as we 
understand, in order to dispose of the surplus sugar not consumed in California, and furnished to the 
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people o&the Minoari valley at prices in order to compete in thiB territory wi£li sugar from New Or- 
leans, New York, and Philadelphia, and of that we, as consumers, cannot and should not complain. 

The complaint on the part of the interior jobbers is, that they have to pay the local rate back on 
said sugar Arom the Missouri river; but if the refiners at San Francisco fix their own price on their 
sugar so far remote from the refineries, I am unable to see how the defendant railroad companies can 
or should be afiected by any order of the State Board of Kansas, which in any manner affects their 
proportion of that through rate, without violating interstate commerce. The jobbers on the Missouri 
river cannot be blamed beeause the refiners of California will fix prices for them and not for the in- 
terior jobbers, and if any wrong is done it is certainly not chargeable to the plaintiffs or the railroad 
companies, parties to this controversy; and with regard to the refiners, they are not in court. 

Under the evidence, no green coffee is purchased by the interior jobbers in car-loads, the great por- 
tion of their coffee trade being roasted coffee, and roasted coffee is iurnished to them in each of their 
towns, from warehouses or depots there, on a through rate by the manufacturers at 25 cents per case 
of 100 pounds over Missouri river jobbers ; that is, the interior jobbers only pay 20 cents a case more 
for said coffee than the Missouri river jobbers, while a case of roasted coffee weighs, gross, 130 pounds, 
and costs the Missouri river jobber 53 cents per case to get it into Hutchinson and Wichita, 42 cents 
per case to Salina, and 61 cents per case to Arkansas City. Canned goods and beans from the East are 
placed in Wichita and Hutchinson on a through rate, at 33 cents per 100 pounds over Missouri river 
points, and at Arkansas City at 35 cents per 100 pounds ; while the local rate from Missouri river points 
to Wichita and Hutchinson, on the same goods, is 41 cents, and to Arkansas City 49 cents per 100 
pounds, giving to Wichita and Hutchinson 8 cents per 100 pounds advantage over Missouri river points, 
and to Arkansas City 14 cents per 100 pounds. This advantage the interior jobbers obtain when they 
purchase said goods at the factory; if purchased at the Missouri river, then the regular 4th and 5th 
class rates from there govern. 

Canned goods and beans from California are delivered to the four interior towns herein at a com- 
modity rate of $1 per 100 pounds, at the Missouri river at the same rate, and at the Mississippi river 
and New York at the same, to wit, Si per 100 pounds, in order to compete in the same territory with 
Eastern canned goods and beans; and hence, if Missouri river jobbers sell Western canned goods and 
beans at the four interior towns, they must pay the 4th class rate back to said towns, and to the terri- 
tory adjacent to them, the same that the interior towns are required to do on California sugar from the 
Missouri river. No contention is made in this case on this hearing of the 4th class or distributing rates 
from the points in controversy herein to other points in the State of Kansas, on the articles in question , 
for they are all based upon the local distance tariff approved and adopted by the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, and ordered to take effect September 1, 1890 (Eighth Annual Report of Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners, 1890, page 116), and which the Board says " are both fair and reasonable." It is 
true that in some instances distance is ignored in making rates; and what is called "blanket rates" 
are made by railroad companies. Hutchinson and Wichita stand on the same basis. Salina is located 
on the main line of the Union Pacific Railway, with branches of the Missouri Pacific and Santa F6 
running into it. Hutchinson is on the main line of the Santa F6, and on one of the main branches of 
the Chicago, Rock Island db Pacific Railway Company, and a branch of the Missouri Pacific Railway. 
Wichita is on one of the main branches of the Chicago, Rock Island &, Pacific Railway Company, and 
branches of the Missouri Pacific and Santa F6 Railways. Arkansas City is on branches of the Santa F6 
and Missouri Pacific Railways ; and a careful examination of the rate sheets shows an advantage to one 
of the interior towns over another in territory tributary to the latter, due in some instances to the way 
goods have to be shipped by way of junction points to reach their destination. Of 89 towns west of 
Peabody and El Dorado on the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F6 Railroad, and 36 towns on the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway west of Canton, and 43 towns on the Missouri Pacific Railway west of 
Lmdsborg, El Dorado, and Silverdale, in all 168 towns, the interior towns on the present rate on New 
Orleans sugar have an advantage in 92 of said towns, AtchisQn an advantage in 67, and nine are equal, 
a general average in favor of interior towns of one-fourth of a cent per 100 pounds. Under the Com- 
missioners' order of March 5, 1892, the interior points would have an average in all said towns in their 
favor on sugar of 15^ cents per 100 pounds. In the same towns, on Eastern canned goods and beans, at 
present rates, Missouri river points have an average advantage of 225 cents per 100 pounds; but under 
the Commissioners' order, the interior towns would have an advantage of 7^ cents per 100 pounds. On 
California canned goods and beans, at present rates, interior towns have an average advantage of 30 
cents per 100 pounds in all of said 168 towns; and on roasted coffee interior towns, at present rates, 
have an average advantage of 14 cents per case. 

From the above and foregoing it will be seen, that under the present rates of freight to the towns 
in the territory which it is claimed is naturally tributary to the said interior points, that the interior 
points have an advantage already in their favor on sugar, coffee, and Western canned goods and beans, 
while the Missouri river points have a slight advantage on Eastern canned goods and beans ; and that 
the order of the Railroad Commissioners reducing the tariff on car-load lots on the commodities in ques- 
tion, without lowering the rates on less than car-loads, would give such an advantage to interior towns 
as would exclude all wholesale jobbers everywhere from selling sugar, coffee, beans and canned goods 
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in said territory. If the Board of Railroad Commissioners bad the interest and welfare of*the great 
body of the people residing in the territory adjacent to the said inferior towns at heart, and who are 
the consumers of these commodities and necessarily must pay the prices for these articles, which in- 
cludes the freight on the same; and if Scents i>er 100 pounds is the true diflference between car-loads 
and less , and if railroad companies can transport the articles in question at 15 cents per 100 pounds in 
car-loads, why not a corresponding reduction in rtiteon less than car-loads, that the people may get the 
benefit of the low tariff, and the articles in controversy cheaper? for persons will always buy where 
they can buy the cheapest. 

On complaint filed by the interior jobbers with the Board of Railrord Commissioners July 18, 1891, 
and upon notice to certain of the railway companies defendants herein that the car-load rates as well 
as the distributing rates from said interior points were unjust, unreasonable, and extortionate, a hear- 
ing was had, and on January 6, 1892, the Board of Railroad Commissioners ordered "that on and after 
February 1, 1892, the rate on all 5th class or car-load lots be reduced, as follows: To Wichita and Hutch- 
inson, 29 cents; to Arkansas City, 38 cents; to Salina, 25 cents per 100 pounds." 

On the 1st of Pebruary, 1892, the railroad companies made application for a rehearing, and on the 
29th of February, 1892, the jobbers at Topeka, Atchison, and Leavenworth, whose business was affected 
by the order of January 6, 1892, and who had never been notified and had never appeared before the 
Board prior to January 6, on that day appeared and filed their protest against the order of January 6, 
1892, and the propDsed agreement then in contemplation between the railroad companies and interior 
jobbers at that time, setting forth the injuries that would result to them if either the order or the 
agreed rates should be put into effect, and asked that both be suspended until such time as that all in- 
terests could be heard, and that a rehearing be had, which request was refused and ignored by said 
Board. The Board of Railroad Commissioners held the order of Januarys, 1892, in abeyance, pending 
further negotiations between the railroad companies and interior jobbers on their agreement, when 
the railroad companies informed the Board of Railroad Commissioners that they could not comply with 
the agreement, and thereupon the Board promulgated their order of March 5, to take effect March 16, 
1892, which order is now the subject of this controversy. 

It is well settled that courts cannot establish or make freight rates. Under the act of the Legisla- 
ture of this State entitled "An act concerning railroads and other common carriers," approved March 
8, 18S3, the Board of Railroad Commissioners, on complaint in writing that an unreasonable price is 
charged for the transportation of freight, shall investigate said complaint, and if sustained shall make 
a certificate under their seal, setting forth what is a reasonable charge for the services rendered, which 
shall be prima facie evidence of the matters therein stated, and shall make report to the Governor of 
their doings each year. Counsel for the defendants, the interior jobbers and the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, contend that the Board of Commissioners cannot be enjoined, because they are vested 
with authority to hear and determine, and are clothed with discretion and judicial functions; and that, 
having promulgated their order of date March 5, 1892, they had nothing further to do. Section 20 of 
the above act provides how penalties for a violation of the same may be recovered, to wit, in the name 
of the State upon the direction of the Board; so that the function of the Board is in no way executive, 
but more like the act of a public prosecutor. The Supreme Court of this State, in the case of The State 
€x rel.j V, Kansas Central Railroad Company et al.^ 47 Kas. 497, in an original proceeding in mandamus^ 
held that an order of the Board of Railroad Commissioners requiring certain repairs to be made upon 
its road or track, etc., was advisory only, and that the order was not final or conclusive upon the rail- 
road company, or in the courts, and Chief Justice Horton, delivering the opinion of the court, says, at 
page 503: "The Commissioners are not clothed with judicial functions. They have neither the powers 
of masters, referees, juries, or judges." 

The only question, then, to be determined on this hearing is, whether or not the order of the Board 
of Commissioners reducing the rate on car-load lots, while the rate on less-than-car-load lots remained 
the same. Is unreasonable and unjust, inasmuch that it discriminates in favor of persons, firms and 
corporations in one portion of the State to the detriment of persons, firms and corporations in another 
portion; and, to my mind, there is but one conclusion, that it does so discriminate, and that the rates 
fixed by the order of March 6, 1892, are unreasonable. If it be conceded that the present rates discrim- 
inate in favor of the Missouri river jobbers in certain towns in the interior of the State, it cannot be 
remedied by making greater discriminations against them, for two wrongs never make a right. The 
Interstate Commerce Commissioners, in the case of Tburber et al. v*. The New York Central A Hudson 
River Railroad Company et al.^ decided March 14, 1890, held : "That a difference in rates upon car-loads 
and less than car-loads of the iame merchandise between the same points of carriage so wide as to be 
destructive to competition between large and small dealers, especially upon articles of general and 
necessary use, and which under existing conditions of trade furnish a large volume of business to car. 
riers, is unjust, and violates the provisions and principles of the act regulating commerce between the 
States." This principle applies with equal force between points in the same State. The right of the 
plaintiffs to a temporary injunction accrued when a hearing was denied to them by the Commissioners ; 
the order became a continuing trespass, and a court of equity will interpose to prevent a multiplicity 
of suits. 

Entertaining these views, I am of the opinion that the temporary injunction should be continued, 
and that the motion to dissolve the same should be overruled.

The hardship complained of in the above-entitled case is, that the rate charged 
on double-deck oars, from the Wichita Union Stock Yards to Kansas Oity, is nnjnst 
and unreasonable, and that the charge made for services on said roads is excessive 
on snoh shipments. 

A hearing was held in this office November 16, 1891. The plaintiff was repre- 
sented by its attorneys, J. E, Howard, Esq., and Judge Humphrey, and ^he re- 
4spondent companies by their respective attorneys: The Chicago, Rook Island & 
Pacific by M. A. Low, Esq.; the Atchison, Topeka &, Santa F^, St. Louis &, San Fran- 
oisco and Wichita & Western by A. A. Hurd, Esq.; the Missouri Pacific by its Assist- 
ant General Freight Agent, J. C. Lincoln, Esq. 

Various witnesses were introduced by both the plaintiff and respondent. It was 
brought out in evidence that the principal reason upon which plaintiff based its 
■charge of unjust and unreasonable rates was the fact that its business consisted 
largely in the shipment of light-weight hogs, and that, as it was impossible for them 
to load as many pounds of light as of heavy hogs in either a single- or double-deck 
oar, it wished to get such reduced rates on light hogs as would enable it to reach 
Eastern markets with profit. It cited the Commission to existing rates from 
points in Kansas to Chicago and points on the Mississippi river, for comparison. 

The testimony adduced by witnesses for plaintiff was to the effect that for the 
shipment of heavy-weight hogs the existing rate on double-decked oars was not un- 
just, for the reason that they could ship twice the weight in a double-deck that they 
could in a single-deck car; but for the benefit of shippers of light- weight hogs a 
difference in rates should be made. 

It was shown by the witnesses for the respondent companies that the disposition 
of shippers was to overload double-decked cars, thereby increasing the peril and 
damage to stock in transit; hence it was more desirable to all concerned that all 
shipments should be made in a single- rather than in a double-decked car. 

The rates from the Wichita Union Stock Yards to Kansas City are car-load rates, 
and can in no wise be compared with the rates to Chicago or Mississippi river points, 
Ithe latter being based on so much per hundred weight, whether in a double- or a 
single-deck car. Further, this Commission does not feel constrained to establish a 
lower rate on light-weight hogs than that fixed for the transportation of heavy- weight 
hogs, for the reason that it would be a matter of impossibility to draw the line with 
satisfaction to all concerned. 

Therefore, in consideration of the facts adduced from the evidence in the case 
the request for a lower rate on double -decked cars is denied. By the Boabd.

statement. 

The Wichita Btock-yard and packing-house industries were inaugurated in th& 
year 1889. They soon found it impossible to pursue their business in successful 
competition with others, in view of the then existing incoming and outgoing rates 
on live stock and its products. Other branches of manufacturing and mercantile 
pursuit had been established in that city, to find themselves in like condition. 

In* February, 1889, the city of Wichita, by its mayor and council, brought com- 
plaint before this Commiseion against the respondent companies in this action. 
In that complaint it was set up that a system of discrimination was in force against 
these and other branches of industry in interior cities of the State, which, if not 
abated, would work loss of invested capital and untold public wrong. 

The case was heard and decided on March 29, 1889, and again on a rehearing, on 
appeal of the respondents, on June 7, 1889. The complaint was sustained on the 
first and reaffirmed on the second hearing. The remedy prescribed was the adop- 
tion of the commodity rates then in force in Kansas to and from Kansas City over 
a like territory affected by such rates and tributary to Wichita. 

This order was not respected in good faith by the respondents until October 1^ 
1890, when the car-load was substituted for the 100-pound unit for a rate charge^ 
From this time until August 1, 1891, all worked smoothly, and interior Kansas stock- 
yard and packing-house industries prospered and advanced steadily in magnitude. 

On August 1, 1891, the respondent companies put in an advanced rate on live 
stock from nearly all points tributary to Wichita, simultaneously with a similar ad- 
vance on rates for the same distance, 80 miles and less, to Kansas City. The aver- 
age of this advance cost of shipment into Wichita was found to be about $2 per car. 

This advance, the complainants allege, in the terminal tariff to Wichita from 
territory tributary to that point, leaving the through tariff to Kansas City from the 
same territory unchanged, works a discrimination against them, and was so intended, 
greatly reducing their cattle supply and crippling their business. 

In answer, the respondents aver that this advance in rates was mal^e necessary 
by reason of an advance in the east or Kansas City field. This last TH^ance i^ 
charged to the discovery of discrepancies at two or three points, which could only 
be corrected by an advance from nearly all other points covered by the Kansas^ty 
rate sheet; and this done, a like advance must be made also in the Wichita a! 
Hutchinson territory, in obedience to the '* Wichita decision,'' which put in effeci 
like rates in both territories. 

heabino. 

This case was heard at the Commission's office, in Topeka, on November 16, 1891, \ 
the complainants and respondents being present by their respective attorneys. \ 

The complainant filed rate sheets to verify the charge of an advance in rates, I 
and, by oral testimony of numerous witnesses, made a showing that such advance 
had worked an impairment and serious loss to it; that it had greatly reduced the 
relative shipment of live stock to its market, as compared with shipments to for- 
eign markets, from the territory covered by the Wichita and Hutchinson terminal 
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rate sheet in qnestion, upon a snpply from which tributary territory it was mainly 
dependent. 

The respondent companies set up that the advance rate was not an nnreasonable 
charge for the service rendered; that it was not with intent to discriminate against 
or in any manner to injure the complainants, bnt ont of respect to the intention of 
the Commission as expressed injhe Wichita decision, which they construed to mean 
that eqaal terminal rates mnst be sustained, on the basis of distance, to Wichita and 
Kansas Oity, respectively, on live stock. 

All parties agreed in submitting the case on briefs, to be filed within a period 
named. These briefs were elaborate and exhaustive in statement and argument, and 
have had careful consideration and due weight in reaching a conclusion of the ques- 
tion in controversy. 

DECISION. 

The Oommission finds its first duty, in deciding this case, to relieve it from em- 
barrassment incident to an attempt to confound and merge the live-stock rates cov- 
ering separate and distinct market centers within a limited area. Wichita and 
Kansas City each have terminal rates limited to this single commodity — live stock.. 
It will be recognized at once that the short haul to these respective market centers 
can never be made a matter of common interest. The territory naturally tribu- 
tary to each is not responsive to the other. To make rates discriminative, the in- 
terests affected by them must be competitive; hence, the terminal rates to these 
widely-separated points, embracing only a radius of 85 miles from either, have no 
direct connection or effect one upon the other. The complainants do not set up 
this advance in Kansas City rates over the limited area it affects as an offense, or 
as an element of the discrimination and unreasonableness complained of. 

The complaint is, that the advance in the short-haul rates from a territorial ra- 
dius of 85 miles around Wichita, leaving the rates from that territory to foreign 
markets unchanged, affects, and, as they believe, was intended to shut them out from 
naturally tributary territory in the interest of a remote market, at Kansas City or 
beyond. It reestablishes the discrimination against them, which was sought to be 
removed by relative rates existing prior to August 1, 1891, under the " Wichita de- 
cision." 

Over against this the respondent companies plead, in justification of the increase 
in short-haul rates into Wichita, the advance made in rates on corresponding short 
hauls into Kansas City; that the Kansas City increase was incident to the corrections 
of irregularities found to exist within the territory affected by it,' and the increase 
to Wichita a logical and necessary following, in order to obey a rule laid down by 
this Commission. 

From this conclusion the Commission dissents. We can recognize neither rea- 
son nor merit in it, as a necessity or a justification of the acts complained of. It is 
not true, as argued with so much ingenuity and persistence, that the order of this 
Commission, of March 29 and June 7, 1889, putting live-stock rates into Wichita^ 
was intended or is capable of being construed into a coupling-up of these places as 
a unit, to be considered together and acted upon alike, when discrepancies were 
subsequently found or were injected into either of them. It was not contemplated 
that when either of these separate and distinct entities becomes sick the well one 
must take the same medicine prescribed for its sick mate. 

The terminal rates then found in force to Kansas City, and which had been ap- 
proved as remunerative and satisfactory to the carrying companies by more than 
six years of continuous use, were carefully examined, and found adequate to meet 
the case and protect the live-stock interests of Wichita. Hence, they were put in 
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force, and were oontinned, to the satief action of all parties, nntil the change com- 
plained of, on August 1, 1891. 

This advance in short haul rates into Wichita, leaving the longer-hanl rates from, 
the same territory to a foreign market as they were, whether intended to do so, as 
alleged by complainant, or not, works a discrimination which clearly justifies the 
demand made for relief. The Commission holds that the Wichita terminal and the 
ont-bonnd rates from the same territory are the only ones to be considered together, 
in this case. It holds that the terminal rates on live stock ^in the two limited ter- 
ritories sought to be established and made dependent upon each other are such 
separate and distinct entities as to forbid joint consideration by the respondent 
companies in the correction of errors in either, or by this Commission in their rela- 
tion to each other in this case. In this decision, therefore, it may be understood 
and accepted that no opinion is given upon the action of the respondents in rais- 
ing the rates on a limited distance from Kansas City, further than to say that it 
affords no justification for the advance on like distance to the Wichita terminal. 

The Commission finds and decides, that the acts of the respondent companies in 
advancing the rate on Wichita live-stock traffic, as set forth in rate sheet bearing 
<date of August 1, 1891, works a wrong discrimination, and are unreasonable in them- 
selves. It is, therefore, directed that the rates fixed by previous order of this Com- 
mission, and existing prior to and at the date of such advance, be restored, to be in 
force and full effect on and after February 1, 1892. By 1?he Boabd.

STATEMENT. 

The complainant in this case sets up as a cause of action that l^e is the owner of 
a coal mine and an area of coal lands, of great value to him as a permanent invest- 
ment with reference to a permanent business or vocation of mining and selling coal 
in the open market; and that a connection of his mine with the track of the re- 
spondent's line of railway is a necessary condition to a successful prosecution of 
such business; that for the want of such connection, which ' has been asked of the 
■company and denied to him, his market has limited his output to local demand in 
the surrounding country, within the limits of wagon delivery. 

The respondent company admits the allegation of a refusal to connect the com- 
plainant's mine by a switch and spur track, giving as a reason for such refusal that 
a spur now exists to another mine on the opposite side of the railroad, and only 800 
feet distant from the complainant's mine, to which he can haul his coal by teams, 
and get track facilities on reasonable terms from the owner of the spur; also, that a 
multiplication of these switches involves expense and danger to through traffic on a 
main line of its road. 

DECISION. 

The Commission construes section 17 of the act concerning railroads, approved 
March 8, 1883, as mandatory, when and where the conditions require it for the de- 
velopment of a coal mine in responsible ownership, that permission to connect it 
by switch and spur track with main line of a railroad be granted. Indeed, to aid, 
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encourage and baild up wealth-creating indnstries is the prime object of a railroad 
on its line, within the borders of the State; is the chief end which justifies corporate 
creation, with such extreme powers and prerogatives as are given to railway com- 
panies. 

A careful examination of geographical and business conditions in this case, in 
which all parties interested were represented, is conclasive of the right of the com- 
plainant to the connection asked for; and permission is hereby given him to exer- 
cise the power of eminent domain, and do all things else needful and lawful to that 
end; and the respondent company will comply with this grant without unnecessary 
delay or hindrance. Bt the Boabd. *

Train service; refusal to com- 
ply with decision of Board. 



STATEMENT. 

This is a complaint arising out of a refusal of the respondent company to yield 
a continued compliance with the decision of this Commission of May 26, 1891, call- 
ing for added train service on the Lincoln branch of this road, which was at the date 
of the decision operated by a single mixed train daily each way. The company re- 
spected the request of the Commission by putting on a passenger train for a time, 
but soon withdrew it, leaving the service as before; and this without consultation or 
giving a reason therefor to the Commission or its patrons upon the line. 

The complainants now come with a petition for enforcement of the order of the 
Commission, and demand, as a reasonable and just measure of service to the pub- 
lic and respect for State authority, that the passenger-train service be restored. 

DECISION. 

The complainants in this case are respectfully referred to the law as defined and 
declared by the Supreme Court in the case of The State vs. The Union Pacific Rail- 
way Company, in the matter of repairs on the Kansas Central Railway. In this case 
it was held, that in the matter of the physical condition and train service of a rail- 
road, the Commissioners' orders were advisory only, by reason of there being no 
statutory provision for enforcing them, as is the case with depots, track connections, 
freight rates, etc. 

This interpretation of the law was in strict accord with that given to it by the 
Commission in every case when its powers in this regard had become a question, 
since its first organization. The duty of the Commission and its powers under the 
law are exhausted when it has recommended to the companies that which it believes 
to be just and reasonable, and reported the facts of such orders and a refusal to 
comply with them on the part of the companies to the Governor. 

In this case all of this has been done, and to respond to this new complaint by a 
reissue of the order would seem to be without justification in reason. The Governor 
has the facts before him, and upon him depends further action by mandamus pro 
oeedings in the name of the State. Bt the Boabd.

DECISION. 

This is an application, nnder date of December 9, 1891, for a daily passenger 
train on the Benedict branch of the respondent's road. The bnrden of the petition 
seems to be that the townships through which the road runs voted aid for its con- 
struction, with the understanding and agreement that a first-class road should be 
built and operated. This, it is claimed, has not been done, but that one mixed train 
daily has comprised the service since the road was opened, and that this is and has 
been run on a slow and very unsatisfactory schedule. 

The company submits a statement in answer, showing that the total earnings of 
this line from Chanute to Madison Junction, for passengers, mail, and express, for 
a period comprising the 22 months from January, 1890, to October, 1891, inclusive, 
were 19.8 cents per train mile, or about one- third the actual operating expenses of 
the train. 

This is the matter which chiefly interests us in the duty we have to perform in 
determining what is a reasonable service to require of the company. Had the train 
earned an amount approximating the cost of the service, it might reasonably be 
urged that, with its better facilities and accommodations, a passenger train might 
increase the earnings to the point of 'profit on its operation, and therefore be worth 
an experimental trial; but the disparity is too great to justify the hope of such a 
result, and we are compelled to conclude that the present service is, nnder the cir- 
cumstances, all that can reasonably be asked for, and the petition is therefore de- 
nied. Bt the Board.

This is an application, under date of November 30, 1891, for an order directed to 
the respondent company, requiring it to establish a station at the post office of 
Walsburg, Biley county, on the Kansas Central branch of the Union Pacific Railway. 

The petition, which is numerously signed, sets forth that the community is large, 
prosperous, and wealthy, and would afford a good support to a station from the 
time it might be established. 

The company makes answer that no necessity for a station exists. 

After visiting the locality we can hardly agree with this view of the case, but be- 
lieve that a public necessity does exist for some facilities at the point indicated. 
The petitioners may, and probably do, overestimate the amount of business that 
would be done there, but they should be encouraged, and given a fair opportunity 
to develop the country. 

We think the company should, within 60 days from the date hereof, construct 
a spur track at Walsburg, of at least six cars capacity, with a stock yard and load- 
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ing ohnte, and that a passenger platform of one ooaoh length shonld be bnilt at 
«ome convenient point adjacent, where passengers may take trains on signal. And 
it is so ordered. Bt thb Boabd.

DECISION. 

This case was filed in this office February 11, 1892, and was immediately referred 
to the company. 

The complainant has a farm near Morrill, Brown connty, intersected by the re- 
spondent's road, and asks for an underground passage, to enable him to go at will 
from one part of his farm to the other without crossing the railroad track. 

He states that he has occupied the farm for 17 years, and has not been furnished 
any sort of a crossing during that time, but has been compelled to use a crossing 
upon an adjoining farm, to his great inconvenience, loss of time, and peril to his 
live stock and other property. He asks for an order requiring the company to 
•construct an underground crossing on his premises at a point where the railroad 
has a high embankment which would admit of an open crossing of sufficient clear- 
ance for teams to pass under the track. 

The company responds, admitting the chief allegations of the petition, but re- 
sists the prayer of the petitioner, on the ground of the great expense necessary to 
build and maintain the character of crossing asked for. 

We are of the opinion that of itself this is not a sufficient reason to justify us in 
refusing the order asked for, but, in the discharge of our duty to the traveling public, 
■cannot lose sight of the fact that openings under railroad* tracks involve to an ex- 
tent the safety of all trains passing over them, and are a fruitful source of accidents 
and loss of life. These should be reduced in number to the minimum, add culverts, 
trestles and under-crossings constructed only when solid earth embankments are in- 
compatible with reasonable cost or proper drainage. We cannot yield our assent to 
a modification of this rule except upon undubitable proof of a necessity. We can- 
not regard the present case as one of those beyond an ordinary remedy, and must 
therefore deny the prayer of the petitioner. At the same time, we think he is en- 
titled to a grade crossing at some convenient place on his farm, to be protected by 
proper gates in the fences of the company, and accordingly it is ordered that this 
be constructed without unreasonable delay. By the Boabd.

This is a case brought by the officers and citizens of Belle Plaine township, Snm- 
ner county, against the Missouri Pacific Railway Company, for the specific enforce- 
ment of a contract, or alleged contract, entered into by and between the officers of 
Belle Plaine township and the officers of the Denver, Memphis & Atlantic Railway, 
of which company the said Missouri Pacific Railway is the successor. 

In their petition the complainants set forth at length the history, as they under- 
stand it, of their negotiations with the prior company, by which it appears that the 
company, for and in consideration of $28,000 in bonds, agreed to build a railroad 
through said township, and further, to make the city of Belle Plaine division head- 
quarters, with offices, machine shops, round-house, turn-tables, etc., and also to op- 
erate any and all branches of said road in Sumner county from Belle Plaine. Also,. 
to make said railway a continuous line from Denver, Colo., to Memphis, Tenn. 

The petitioners state that this contract is lost or destroyed, and its whereabouts 
unknown, but allege that a copy thereof is in the hands of the railway company. 
They also set up that the railway company has failed and refused to carry out the 
provisions of this contract; that no division headquarters are maintained at Belle 
Plaine, and that the line is not a continuous line from Denver to Memphis. Where- 
fore, they appeal to this Board to compel the said Missouri Pacific Railway Company 
to transact its business at Belle Plaine, and to make its line continuous through the 
State of Kansas for a distance of 432 miles, as provided in the contract and prom- 
ised the people of Belle Plaine township when the bonds of said township were voted 
and delivered; and furthermore, to produce the copy of the aforesaid contract. 

The railway company, in making answer, deny all and singular the allegations 
of the complainants, and produce in evidence the affidavit of one J. J. Burns, presi- 
dent and vice-president alternately of the original railway company. Burns swears 
that the proposition submitted to the township of Belle Plaine, upon which the 
bonds of said township to the amount of $28,000 were voted, contained only the 
usual conditions, and did not contain any condition or provision whatever for the 
location and maintenance of division headquarters, as charged in the complaint and 
petition of the officers and citizens of Belle Plaine township. 

Burns further swears, that afterwards the said company, of which he was presi- 
dent or vice-president, submitted to the city of Belle Plaine a proposition to vote 
$25,000 in bonds in aid of said railway, which proposition was almost unanimously 
carried by a popular vote, and the bonds were executed and placed in escrow; that^ 
subsequently, in consequence of certain embarrassments by litigation, and when 
$7,000 of these bonds had been earned by the said railway company, by the con- 
struction of its line in the direction of Kingman, the company abandoned its plans 
and notified the officers of the city of Belle Plaine, whereupon the bonds which had 
been earned and the remainder which were held in escrow were returned to the city,, 
and the stock which had been issued in exchange was surrendered to the railway 
company, and the contract with the city given up and abandoned. 

Burns swears that the president and secretary of the company were empowered 
and directed to make the contract with the city of Belle Plaine, but does not state 
the nature or conditions of the contract. 

Supplemental to thei petition, ther complainants submit a number of affidavits or 
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citizens of Belle Plaine and Sumner oonnty to show that the proposition submitted 
to the township of Belle Plaine, npon which $28,000 in bonds were voted to the said 
railway company, did contain the provision for division headquarters, etc., as al- 
leged. 

Withont assuming to enter into the merits of this case, it is but proper and just 
to both parties to state, that the trial of the issue here joined is not within the ja- 
risdiction of this Board. While we have, in some instances, lent onr assistance in a 
preliminary examination of cases not widely dissimilar to this, we regard this as of 
too grave import, and involving too many intricate points of law, to be considered 
by a tribunal which has no power to apply a remedy if a wrong has been done. The 
case is therefore dismissed without prejudice, and will be stricken from the docket »

At this hearing it was shown by competent evidence that the complainant was 
doing an extensive and increasing business. There was paid for incoming freight, 
between the dates of January 1 and April 1, 1892, the sum of $6,482.30, and for 
wages of employes from the 15th of March to^he 1st of April, 1892, $8,093.68. It 
has one contract for 500 headers for the Colorado market, for use in the next har- 
vest. 

The foregoing exhibit, and more of the same nature, not necessary to recite here 
convinces us that the complainant is entitled to the consideration it asks; and it is, 
therefore, ordered that the respondent companies, the Atchison, Topeka & Santa F^ 
Railroad Company, and the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific and the Union Pacific 
Railway Companies, be directed to issue and make effective, on or before May 15, 
proximo, jobbers' rates on all products of the complainant's factory, the same as are 
made for goods of the same character and class from Missouri river points.

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manafaotnring establishments located there; wherefore they ask for jobbing rates, 
the same as are enjoyed by Wichita and other interior towns nnder an order of this

' resented. ^ 

At this hearing it was shown that Wellington has two salt plants with a daily 
^jf' capacity of 200 barrels. It was further shown that other industries established at 

f; that point are doing a large business, and are entitled to consideration in this ap- 

plication for jobbers* rates. The affidavit of A. Graff, wholesale and retail dealer 
in hardware, implements, machinery, harness, saddles, etc, shows a business for the 
past year of between $50,000 and |60,000. W. D. Moore, proprietor of a foundry 
and machine shop, swears that he has manufactured and shipped from Wellington, 
since November 1, 1891, about 800 stoves, together with much structural iron work, 
and that the present rates greatly retard and embarrass his business. R. J. Smith, 
dealer in wagons, buggies, farm implements, machinery, and binding twine, swears 
that during the past year he has sold and shipped in job lots from the city of Well- 
ington about 20 car-loads of these ^oods, and that the present rates are unfavorable 
for the success of his business. The Curtis Hardware and Implement Company also 
appeared, and testified that it was extensively engaged in the manufacture of fan- 
ning mills, and that its sales for the year 1891 amounted in the aggregate to 
$92,318.26, and that this would be largely increased if the rates asked for could be 
secured. 

After a careful review of the evidence, we are of the opinion that the prayer of 
the complainant is reasonable and just, and ought to be granted, and that, by fos- 
tering these and similar industries in the manner indicated, the revenues of the roads 
will be increased rather than diminished, and the whole people greatly benefited. 

It is therefore ordered, that jobbers' rates, the same as those at present in force 
at Wichita, Hutchinson, and other points, under d -ection of this Board, be issued 
and made effective for Wellington, on or before May 15, proximo.

This is a petition of the people living along the line of the Mnlvane extension 
of the respondent oompany's road, asl^ing for a freight train on that part of the 
road between Spiyey and Englewood. The complainants set op, in support of their 
plea, that the present mixed-train service is unsatisfactory, for the reason that the 
train is frequently late, the mail and express delayed, and the business interests of 
the community impaired in consequence. They also urge the fact that they have ^ 
^iven liberal ai'd, in bonds, for the construction of the road as an additional reason 
for better facilities thereon. 

The company in response states, that the present train is usually sufficient to 
iiandle all the freight offered, without detriment to the passenger service; and that 
in addition to this they have a regular freight train scheduled, which is run when- 
ever there is freight to justify it and abandoned whenever there is not. They fur- 
ther show, by a transcript from the records, that while it is true, as alleged, that the 
mixed train frequently leaves Spivey late, it generally reaches Englewood on time. 
For example, the train left Spivey on time but 24 times during March and April, 
but it reached Englewood on time 42 times, or, in other words, was late but 11 times 
during the two months. 

Under these circumstances, it seems to us that the present service is a reasonable 
one while the business continues as light as at present. The petition must, there- 
fore, be denied. .,^ By the Boabd.

Under these circumstances, and in view of the fact of the existence of jobbing

DECISION. 

This is a case brought on complaint of the citizens of Cedar Junction and vicin- 
ity, for the purpose of securing an order of this Board, directed to the respondent 
company, to require the reopening of the station of Cedar Junction, which wa» 
closed about June 1, 1892. 

Cedar Junction is a hamlet located in Johnson county, at a point where the line 
of the Pleasant Hill road originally formed a junction with the Kansas City branch 
of the respondent's road. Formerly this was a terminal point, and whatever busi- 
ness accumulated in consequence of this fact was the sum of the importance of the 
station. But the Pleasant Hill line has long since been abandoned, and Cedar Junc- 
tion is not a junction any more. The business has steadily fallen off until the pres- 
ent time, notwithstanding the company has maintained a good depot and full station 
facilities at that point. The revenue of the station for the past year was barely suf- 
cient to pay operating expenses. There are more stations on that part of the line 
than business. De Soto, one of the oldest towns in the county and a station ever 
since the construction of respondent's road, is only ly^^ miles distant, and at 
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that point the company is required to maintain fnll station facilities. These 
accommodations are ample to serve the patrons of the road in that locality, 
and we do not believe we should be justified in requiring the company to maintain 
stations in such proximity unless extraordinary conditions existed, which we do not 
recognize in the present case.

This is an application of the citizens of Jarbalo for a depot and station facilities 
at that point on the line of respondent's road. 

There is a side-track and a platform at Jarbalo, but no facilities for the shelter 
of passengers or the storage of freight. Complaint is also made that telegraph fa- 
cilities are badly needed for the purpose of ordering cars. 

An examination of the conditions existing at this point convinces ud that some 
additional accommodations should be provided. The adjacent country is excep- 
tionally fertile and well improved, and if reasonable inducements were offered by 
the railway company a remunerative business would undoubtedly be established. 
There is not sufficient occasion at this time, nor is there likely to be in the near fu- 
ture, for full station facilities, but we think a public necessity exists for a small sta- 
tion house, where passengers may have a comfortable waiting-room and freight may 
be safely stored; and the respondent company is directed to provide such a build- 
ing, and keep the same in order and open for the use of passengers a reasonable 
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length of time before the arrival of trains; said building to be completed at a date 
not later than the first of September next.

DECISION. 

The qaestion raised in the above-entitled case is: 

First — Whether a railroad company may ref nse to famish, on demand, suitable 
oars for the shipment of hay. 

Second — Whether it may refase, after the cars are so furnished and loaded, to 
bill them to points situated on connecting and beyond its own lines. 

The first; proposition is clearly settled by section 9 of Session Laws of 1883, 
chapter 124, viz.: **It is the duty of a railroad company, upon reasonable notice, to 
furnish suitable oars to any and all persons who may apply therefor, for the trans- 
portation of any and all kinds of freight, and to receive and transport such freight 
with reasonable dispatch/' 

The second proposition is one which, if the company was sustained, would place 
an embargo on commerce that was clearly the intent of the Legislature to prevent. 
For illustration: A person engaged in the manufacture and shipping of any partic- 
ular commodity, with his plant located upon and dependent for transportation on 
a single line of railway, would have the volume of his business restricted and the 
bounds of his trade prescribed by the whim of the company in its compliance or 
refusal of the request of such shipper for the billing and routing of his goods. The 
harm done would not be confined alone to the shipper, but every other person de- 
pendent upon him for his goods who is located off the direct line of road on which 
the shipment of goods originated would be equally affected, and thus an unjust hard- 
ship be worked upon the whole people, and the duties of a carrier be limited and re- 
stricted at the will of its management. * 

In th^ absence of usage and custom, or statutory provision, the railway com- 
panies could hardly be required to permit their cars to go beyond their own lines. 
But such practice being general among railways by their own volition, the law of 
usage and custom is thereby established, and that alone, without statutory provision, 
would compel the railroad companies to extend the privilege to all, for the reason 
that a common carrier cannot select whom it may serve and whom it may not. 
Hence, the privilege cannot be extended to one and denied to another. 

Therefore, the Board finds and decides, that in all cases where shipments are 
offered a railway company for points, whether on or beyond its own line, it must ac- 
cept the shipment and furnish cars so ordered, as provided in section 9, chapter 
124, Session Laws 1883. By the Boabd.

AN ORDER PERMITTING RAILROAD COMPANIES TO LIMIT THEIR COMMON-LAW LIA- 
BILITY UNDER CERTAIN CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Whebeas, It is deemed wise and expedient by the Board of Railroad Oommis- 
sioners that railroad corporations doing business in the State of Kansas should have 
the privilege, under certain circumstances, of limiting their strict common-law lia- 
bility as common carriers: 

Thebbfobe, In accordance with the authority conferred upon this Board by sec- 
tion 13 of an act entitled *'An act concerning railroads and other common carriers,"

The complainant in the above-entitled case charges that the respondent com- 
pany f aila to comply with its obligation to the public in its failure to keep the sta- 
tions of Warring and Brownell, located in Ness connty, open for business; also, thair 
trains do not stop at the above-named stations except on flag. 

Upon investigation made by the Board on the ground, it finds that the following 
facts prevail: 

That the station of Warring was dosed for a short time daring the spring and 
summer months, owing to a paucity of business; that since the large wheat crop in 
that locality has begun to move, the station has opened with full facilities. 

With reference to the station of Brownell, the Board finds that it never has been 
closed, but on the contrary it has been open for business, with full facilities, ever 
since the road was first operated. 

Referring to the question of flagging the trains, the Board finds that the passen- 
ger trains on this line pass through the stations in controversy at night, and when 
there are passengers desiring to take passage, the trains are in all cases stopped by 
flag by the station agents, who are always on duty, and said flagging is a part and 
parcel of their employment. On the other hand, when there are any passengers on 
the train who wish to get off at either of these stations, the trains are stopped for 
that purpose by the conductor. Therefore, in consideration of the facts as above 
stated, the Board finds and decides that the respondent company is at present ful- 
filling its obligations to the public in a desirable manner. By the Boabd.

This, coupled with the fact that the company has no gronnd at that point except 
its right-of-way, 100 feet in width, on which to enlarge either its stock pens or 
side-track, constrains the Commission from ordering any further enlargement or 
improyement there at this time.

DECISION. 

This case is brought by the people of Formoso, Jewell county, for the purpose of 
securing an order of this Board requiring the respondent company to afford them 
increased passenger facilities, by a revision of its schedules and the stopping of fast 
passenger trains at said town. 

The complaint, which was filed in this office September 7, 1892, recites that, of 
the four passenger trains passing through Formoso each way daily, but one stops at 
that place. This, it is alleged, is insufficient for a proper and reasonable accommo- 
dation of those who wish to visit the county seat and other points along the line. 

A careful examination of the case and due consideration of the interests of all 
parties concerned discloses the following condition of facts, viz.: 

There are two trains each way daily scheduled to stop at Formoso. One of these 
is a first-class passenger train going west at 4:45 a. m., and returning eastbound at 
11:48 p. M. The other is a local freight train, carrying passengers, due at Formoso 
^oing west at 12:40 p. m. and eastbound at 1:27 p. m. In addition to these, there are 
three fast passenger trains each way which do not stop at Formoso, but which the 
complainants seek to have stop there. 

The point at issue is not a new one to this Board, nor is it one requiring pro- 
longed mental effort to decide. It simply involves the question as to whether fast 
trains shall be dispensed with and the interests of through travel subordinated to 
local travel. If it is proper to require these limited trains to stop at Formoso, then 
every other small town on the line might with equal propriety urge its claim for 
fiimilar service. This granted, and through travel would at once abandon the line 
:for one offering better facilities and greater accommodations. 

Every station on the line of a road has a right to demand and receive fair and 
reasonable service in proportion to the patronage it gives the company. This we 
think the company is affording Formoso at the present time, and that the complaint 
is not well founded. The petition is, therefore, denied. By the Boabd

An act for the sale of the Pacific Railroad and to foreclose the State's lien thereon, and to amend 
the charter thereof by giving the State right to fix rates after 10 years, approved March 81, 1868. 

The Pacific Railroad was sold under foreclosure proceedings in 1876, in the suit of Geo. E. Ketchum 
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et al. vs. Pacific Railroad et al., in the United States Circuit Court for the Eastern District of Missouri. 
The purchasers of the road organized a corporation, under the general railroad law of Missouri, by 
articles of association filed in the office of the Secretary of State of Missouri, October 21, 1876. The 
corporate name of this organization was Missouri Pacific Railway Company. This company was one 
of the constituent companies in the consolidation of August 12, 1880, forming the present or^nization, 
The Missouri Pacific Railway Company.

8. Under laws of what goyernment, State or Territory organized: Originally chartered as the 
Atchison & Pike's Peak Bailroad Company, by the Legislature of the Territory of Kansas, by special 
act, approved February 11, 1859. (Chapter 48, paee 62, Private Laws of 1859 of the Territory of Kan- 
sas.) On January 1, 1867, under the provisions of the Compiled Laws of Kansas of 1862, chapter 170, 
section 3, page 768, the name of the company was changed to that of the Central Branch Union Pacific 
Railroad Company. Under the act of Congress, approved July 1, 1862, the Hannibal & St. Joseph Rail> 
road Company was authorized to build from Atchison, Kas., 100 miles west. The right thus obtained 
was assigned to the Atchison & Pike's Peak Railroad Company, Juue 9, 1863. 

7. What carrier operates the road of this company ? The Missouri Pacific JRailway Company oper- 
ates the road of this company under lease, but an operating report is made by this company.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR ENDING JUNE 30, 1892. 



HISTORY. 



On September 29, 1865, it was organized as the Union Pacific Railway Company, Southern Branch, 
and on the 26tb day of March, 187U, by vote of the stockholders, its name was changed to Missouri, 
Kansas db Texas Railway Company. 

The Labette & Sedalia Railroad Company was incorporated under the provisions of the General 
Statutes of Kansas, May 7, 1870, to build a line of railroad from a point on the line of the Missouri, 
Kansas db Texas Railway, in Labette county, Kansas, to the boundary line between the States of Kan- 
sas and Missouri, which is that portion of what we now call the main line running from Parsons to 
Fort Scott. This line was consolidated with the Missouri, Kansas db Texas Railway, on May 7, 1870, the 
same date as its incorporation. 

The Neosho Valley db Holden Railway Company was incorporated under the general laws of Kan- 
sas, in the same manner as the Labette & Sedalia Railroad Company, to build a line from Paola, Kas., 
easterly to the State line, which was built, and at the State line intersects the St. Louis db Santa F6 
Railway. The Neosho Valley db Holden Railway Company was started May 7, 1870, and was consoli- 
dated with the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company, on the 15th day of May, 1870, under the 
general laws of Kansas. This embraces all of the system in Kansas. 

The Tebo db Neosho Railroad Company was, on June 18, 1870, incorporated under a special law of 
the State of Missouri, approved January 16, 1860, to build a lioe of road from Sedalia to the western 
boundary of the State of Missouri, near the town of Clayton, where it met the Labette & Sedalia Rail- 
road, of Kansas. The Tebo & Neosho Railroad was sold to the Missouri, Kansas db Texas Railway Com- 
pany, on October 11, 1870. This sale was under authority of a general law of the State of Missouri, 
entitled "An act to amend chapter 63 of the General Statutes, entitled 'Railroad Companies,' so as to 
authorize consQlidation, leasing and extension of railways," approved March 24, 1870. After the 

{)urcbase of the Tebo db Neosho Railroad, the Missouri, Kansas db Texas Railway Company extended a 
ine from Sedalia to Moberly, which was done under general laws of the State of Missouri. 

St. Louis & Santa Fg Railway Company was organized under the general laws of the State of Mis- 
souri, on December 1,1870, to build a line from Holden, Mo., to the western boundary of the State. 
The line was built, and the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Railway Company purchased it at a foreclosure 
sale, on April 29, 1872, and since said purchase it has been part of the Missouri, Kansas db Texas Rail- 
way Company's system. 

The Hannibal db Central Missouri Railway Company was chartered February 13, 1865, to build 
from Hannibal to Moberly, Mo. It was purchased by the Missouri, Kansas db Texas Railway Company. 
The purchase of both the St. Louis db Santa F6 Railway and the Hannibal db Central Missouri Railway 
was under authority of the law of March 24, 1870. The extension of the Missouri, Kansas A Texas 
Railway Company through the Indian Territory was under and by virtue of the act of Congress of 
July 25, 1866, and the act of Congress of July 26, 1866, and was built from the southern line of Kangas 
and completed through the Indian Territory to Denison, Tex., January 1, 1873.

RAILROAD LAWS. 



LA.W CREA.TING THE BOARD OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS, AND 

DEFINING THEIR DUTIES. 



CHAPTER CXXIV. 

An Act oonoebninq Railboads and Otheb Common Cabbiebs. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. No railroad company shall charge or receive a rate in excess of three 
cents per mile for the transportation of any passenger who is over twelve years of 
age, npon any railroad in this State, nor in excess of half that sam per mile for 
the transportation of any passenger of the age of twelve years or under. Each 
passenger over twelve years of age paying fare shall be entitled to have transported, 
without any additional charge, baggage not exceeding one hundred pounds in weight; 
and each passenger of twelve years of age or under paying fare shall be entitled to 
have transported, without additional charge, baggage not exceeding fifty pounds in 
weight. 

Seo. 2. The Executive Council shall, before the first day of April next, elect three 
competent persons, who shall constitute a Board of Railroad Commissioners, and 
who shall hold their offices from the date of their respective elections for the term 
of one, two and three years from the first day of April next. The Executive Council 
shall, in like manner, before the first day of April in each year thereafter, elect a 
Commissioner, to continue in office for the term of three years from said date, and 
in case any vacancy occurs in said Board, by resignation or otherwise, shall in the 
same manner elect a Commissioner to serve for the residue of the term. The Ex- 
ecutive Council may at any time remove such Commissioners, or any of them, and 
elect others to fill the vacancy; and all votes cast by each member of the Executive 
Council for the election of any person to the office of Railroad Commissioner, or 
removal from the same, shall be recorded in a journal kept by them for that pur- 
pose, which journal shall be kept open at all times for public inspection. The said 
Board of Commissioners shall have power to appoint a Secretary, and remove him 
at pleasure. No person owning any bonds, stock or property in any railroad com- 
pany, or who is in the employment, or who is in any way or manner pecuniarily in- 
terested in any railroad, shall be eligible to the office of Railroad Commissioner or 
Secretary of said Board. Said Railroad Commissioners and Secretary shall be quali- 
fied electors of the State: Provided, That no more than two of the Commissioners 
shall belong to the same political party. Said Commissioners and Secretary shall 
be sworn to the due and faithful performance of the duties of their respective offices 
before entering upon the discharge of the same. Each of said Commissioners shall 
enter into bonds, with security to be approved by the Executive Council, in the sum 
of $10,000, conditioned for the faithful performance of his duty. 

(281) 
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Sbo. 8. Said Commissioners shall keep their office in the State House, or at some 
other suitable place in the city of Topeka, and they or either of them may act offi- 
cially in any* part of the State. They shall each receive a salary of three thousand 
dollars per annum, and the Secretary shall receive a salary of one thousand five hun- 
dred dollars per annum, to be paid as the salaries of other State officers are paid; 
and the said Board shall be provided, at the expense of the State, with necessary 
office furniture and stationery. 

[Section 4 of this act declared void. See 32 Eas. 761.] 

Section 4, which provides for raising a fund for the payment of the salaries and 
current expenses of the Board of Railroad Commissioners and its Secretary by the 
taxation of the property of railroad companies only, was declared unconstitutional 
and void by the Supreme Court of the State of Kansas, being in contravention of 
^1 of art. 11 of the State constitution, which provides that ^'the Legislature shall 
provide for a uniform and equal rate of assessment and taxation.'* {A. T. db S. F, Rid, 
Co, V, Howey 32 Kas. 737.) 

Sbo. 5. Said Commissioners shall have the general supervision of all railroads in 
the State operated by steam, and all express companies, sleeping-car companies, and 
all other persons, companies or corporations doing business as common carriers in 
this State; and shall inquire into any neglect or violation of the laws of this State 
by any person, company or corporation engaged in the business of transportation 
of persons or property therein, or by the officers, agents or employes thereof; and 
flhall also from time to time carefully examine and inspect the condition of each 
railroad in the State, and its equipment, and the manner of its conduct and man- 
agement, with reference to the public safety and convenience. Whenever in the 
judgment of the Railroad Commissioners it shall appear that any railroad corpora- 
tion or other transportation company fails, in any respect or particular, to comply 
with the terms of its charter or the laws of the State, or whenever in their judgment 
any repairs are necessary upon its road, or any addition to its rolling-stock, or any 
addition to or changes of its station or station houses, or any change in its rates 
for transporting freight, or any change in the mode of operating its road and con- 
ducting its business, is reasonable and expedient, in order to promote the security, 
convenience and accommodation of the public, said Commissioners shall inform such 
corporation of the improvement and changes which they adjudge to be proper, by 
a notice thereof in writing, to be served by leaving a copy thereof, certified by the 
Commissioners' Secretary, with any station agent, clerk, treasurer, or any director 
of said corporation ; and a report of the proceedings shall be included in the annual 
report of the Commissioners to the Governor. Nothing in this section shall be con- 
strued as relieving any railroad company, or other transportation corporation, from 
their responsibility or liability for damage to person or property. 

Seo. 6. Said Commissioners shall, on or before the first Monday in December in 
each year, make a report to the Governor of their doings for the preceding year, 
containing such facts, statements and explanations as will disclose the working of 
the system of railroad transportation in this State, and its relation to the general 
business and prosperity of the citizens of the State, and such suggestions and rec- 
ommendations in respect thereto as may seem appropriate. Said report shall also 
contain, as to every railroad corporation doing business in this State — 

First: The amount of its capital stock. 

Second: The amount of its preferred stock, if any, and the condition of its pre- 
ferment. 

Third: The amount of its funded debt, and the rate of interest. 

Fourth: The amount of its floating debt. 

Fifth: The cost and actual present cash value of its road and equipment, indnd- 
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ing permanent way buildings and rolling-stook, all real estate ased exolasively in 
operating the road, and all fixtures and oonvenienoes for transacting its business. 

Sixth: The estimated value of all other property owned by saoh corporation, 
with a schedule of the same, not including lands granted in aid of its construction. 

Seventh: The number of acres originally granted in aid of the construction of 
its road, by the United States or by this State. 

Eighth: Number of acres of such land remaining unsold. 

Ninth: A list of all its officers and directors, with their respective places of resi- 
dence. 

Tenth: Such statistics of the road and of its business for the year as may, in the 
judgment of the Commissioners* be necessary and proper for the information of 
the Legislature, or as may be required by the Governor. Sach report shall exhibit 
and refer to the condition of such corporation on the first day of July of each year, 
and the details of its business transacted during the year ending June 30. 

Eleventh:. The average amount of tonnage that can be carried over each road in 
the State with an engine of given power. 

Sec. 7. To enable said Commissioners to make such report, the president or 
managing officer of each railroad or transportation company doing business in this 
State, shall annually make to the said Commissioners, on the 15th day of September 
of each year, such returns, in the form which they may prescribe, as will afford the 
information required for their said official report. Such returns shall be verified 
by the oath of the officer making them; and any corporation herein named, whose 
returns shall not be made as herein prescribed, by the 16th day of September, shall 
be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars for each and every day after the 16th 
day of September that such returns shall be willfully delayed or refused. 

Seo. 8. The said Commissioners shall have power, in the discharge of the duties 
of their office, to examine any of the books, papers or documents of any such com- 
pany or corporation, or to examine under oath or otherwise any officer, director, 
agent, or employ^ thereof, or any other person. The Commissioners, or either of 
them, are empowered to issue subpoenas and administer oaths in the same manner 
and with the same power to enforce obedience thereto, in the performance of their 
duties, as belong and pertain to courts of record in this State; and any person who 
may willfully obstruct said Commissioners in the performance of their duties, or 
who may refuse to give any information within their possession that may be re< 
quired by said Commissioners within the line of their duty, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable, on conviction thereof, to a fine of not exceed^ 
ing one thousand dollars, in the discretion of the court; the costs of such subpoenas 
and investigation to be first paid by the State, on the certificate of said Commis- 
sioners. 

Seo. 9. It shall be the duty of any railroad company, when within its power so 
to do, and upon reasonable notice, to furnish suitable cars to any and all persons 
who may apply therefor for the transportation of any and all kinds of freight, and 
to receive and transport such freight with all reasonable dispatch, and to provide 
and keep suitable facilities for the receiving and handling of the same at any depot 
on the line of its road; and also to receive and transport in a like manner the 
empty or loaded cars furnished by any connecting road, to be delivered at any sta- 
tion or stations on the line of its road, to be loaded or discharged, or reloaded and 
returned to the road so connecting; and for compensation it shall not demand or 
receive any greater sum than is accepted by it from any other connecting railroad 
for a similar service. 

Seo. 10. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, 
company or corporation, for the transportation of any property or for any other 
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Bervice, a greater sam than it Ehall at the same time charge, demand or receive from, 
any other person, company or corporation, for a like service from the same place,, 
or apon like condition and under similar circumstances; and all concessions of rateS) 
drawbacks and contracts for special rates shall be open to and allowed all persons, 
companies, and corporations alike; nor shall it charge more for transporting freight- 
from any point upon its line than a fair and jnst proportion of the price it charges 
for the 8am« kind uf freight transported from any other point. 

Sko. 11. No railroad company shall charge, demand or receive from any person, 
company or corporation an unreasonable price for the transportation of persons or 
property, or for the hauling or storing of freight, or for the use of its cars, or for 
any privilege or service afforded by it in the transaction of it businesss as a railroad 
company. And upon complaint in writing, made to the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners* that an unreasonable price has been charged, such Board shall investi- 
gate said complaint, and if sustained shall make a certificate under their seal, setting 
forth what is a reasonable charge for the service rendered, which shall be prima facie- 
evidence of the matters therein stated. 

Seo. 12. It shall be unlawful for any railroad company to make any contract or • 
enter into any stipulation with any other railroad company running in the same 
general direction, by which either company shall directly or indirectly agree to 
divide, in any manner or proportion, the joint earnings upon the whole or any part 
of the freight transported over such roads; and any violation of this provision shall 
render the railroad company violating the same liable to a penalty of $5,000 for 
each month for which such earnings are divided, to be recovered for the use of the 
common-school fund, in the name of the State. 

Seo. 13. No railroad company shall be permitted, except as otherwise provided 
by regulation or order of the Board, to change or limit its common-law liability as 
a common carrier. All railroad companies shall, on demand, issue duplicate freight 
receipts to shippers, in which shall be stated the class or classes of freight shipped, 
the freight charges over the road giving the receipt, and so far as practicable, shall 
state the freight charges over other roads that carry such freight. When the con- 
signee presents the railroad receipt to the agent of the railroad that delivers such 
freight, such agent shall deliver the article shipped on payment of the rate charged 
for the class of freights mentioned in the receipt. 

Seo. 14. In all cases where complaint shall be made in accordance with the pro- 
visions of section 18, hereinafter provided, that an unreasonable charge is made, or 
that the rates charged for freight are unjust, unreasonable, or extortionate, and the 
Board shall find such complaint to be true, they shall require a modified charge for 
the service rendered, such as they deem to be reasonable, and shall certify their 
finding to the managing ofdcer of the road against which complaint is made; and 
the rates so determined by the Board to be reasonable shall be, by the railroad com- 
pany affected thereby, accepted, and posted up in a conspicuous place in each depot 
on the line of its road that may be designated by said Board; and such rates so found 
shall, in all actions arising in any court in the State, be taken to be reasonable com- 
pensation for the services for which they are provided, until the contrary is proven; 
and all compensation demanded or received by any such railroad company in excess 
of the rates so determined by the Board, shall in any such action be taken to be un- 
just, unreasonable, and extortionate, until the contrary is proven. All cases of a 
failure to comply with a recommendation of the Board of Commissioners shall be 
embodied in the report of the Board of Commissioners to the Governor, and the 
same shall apply to any unjust discrimination, extortion or overcharge by said 
company, or any other violation of this act by such company. 

Seo. 15. Any person, partnership or corporation engaged in business, other than 
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that of a common carrier, may own or lease railroad oars, and may load and bill the 
same to any railroad point, and all railroad companies and connecting lines to 
whom any such car is delivered shall receive and transport the same with all reasona- 
ble dispatch toward its destination: Provided^ That snch cars shall be constrncted 
in conformity to the rules and regulations of the company to which snch applica- 
tion is made, and for snch compensation as may be fixed by the Commissioners; 
and having arrived at its destination, it shall be unloaded, and shall be, unless other- 
wise ordered by snch shippers, returned to its starting-point with like dispatch, and 
shall not be deviated from its route, and shall be in all respects handled the same 
as a car belonging to any railroad company: Provided^ That it may be by said rail- 
road company reasonably loaded upon its return trip and the owner be allowed a 
reasonable sum for its use; and such owner shall be responsible for all necessary re- 
pairs. 

Seo. 16. Neither said Board of Railroad Commissioners nor any railroad com- 
pany shall raise the charge for the transportation of freight on any railroad with- 
out first giving sixty days' public notice of such change, in such manner as the 
Commissioners may determine. 

Seo. 17. Any person, upon written permission given by the Board, may exercise, 
in the same manner and to the same extent as is now enjoyed by railroad compan- 
ies, the right of condemning and appropriating land, and laying out and construct- 
ing any spur, switch or railroad track thereover, and connecting the same with any 
railroad already constructed; and the right to use such spur, switch or track shall be 
public, at rates and on terms and conditions such as the Board shall prescribe, if the 
parties interested cannot agree. 

Seo. 18. It shall be the duty of said Commissioners, upon the complaint and ap- 
plication of the mayor and council of any city, or the trustees of any township, to 
make an examination of the rate of freight tariff charged by any such company, 
«nd of the condition or opera^on of any ra^road, any part of whose location lies 
within the limits of such city or township; and if twenty-five or more legal voters 
in any city or township shall, by petition in writing, request the mayor and council 
of such city or the trustee of such township to make the said complaint and appli- 
cation, and the mayor and council or the trustee refuse or decline to comply with 
the prayer of the petition, they shall state the reason for such non-compliance, in 
writing, upon the petition, and return < the same to the petitioners; and the peti- 
tioners may thereupon, within ten days from the date of such refusal and return, 
present such petition to said Commissioners; and said Commissioners shall, if upon 
inquiry and hearing of the petitioners they think that the public good demands the 
examination, proceed to make it in the same manner as if called upon by the mayor 
and council of any city or the trustee of any township. Before proceeding to make 
such examination, in accordance with such application or petition, said Commis- 
sioners shall give to the petitioners and railroad company reasonable notice, in 
writing, of the time and place of entering upon the same. If upon such an exami- 
nation it shall appear to said Commissioners that the complaint alleged by the ap- 
plicants or petitioners be well founded, they shall so adjudge; and they shall then 
and there decide what is a reasonable charge for such freights, and shall inform the 
corporation operating such railroad company of their adjudication within ten days, 
and shall also report their doings to the Governor, as provided in section six of this 
act, and shall certify to such complainants the result of such adjudication; and such 
adjudication shall be prima fade evidence of what is a reasonable charge in all ac- 
tions for such service. 

Seo. 19. Any railroad company which shall violate any of the provisions of this 
act shall forfeit for every such offense, to the person, company or corporation ag- 
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grieved thereby, three times the aotoal damages sustained by the said party aggrieved^ 
together with costs of sait and reasonable attorney's fee, to be fixed by the oonrt^ 
and if an appeal be taken from the judgment, or any part thereof, it shall be the^ 
duty of the appellate court to include in the judgment an additional reasonable at- 
torney's fee for services in appellate court or courts. 

Seo. 20. Any railroad company or Individual willfully violating or evading any 
of the provisions of this act not otherwise herein provided for, shall for each offense^ 
forfeit and pay a penalty of not less than one hundred nor more than five thousancL 
dollars. All penalties provided for in this act shall be recovered by a civil action, 
to be instituted and prosecuted in the name of the State by the county attorney of 
the county in which the offense has been committed, upon the direction of the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners. If upon the trial of such action the jury shall find for 
the plaintiff, they shall assess and return with their verdict the amount of the fine 
to be imposed upon the defendant, and the conrj; shall render judgment accordingly^ 
All such penalties so recovered shall be paid into the school fund of the county in 
which such offense has been committed; and the Board of Railroad Commissioners- 
may require the Attorney General to assist such county attorney in the prosecution 
of any such action. No bond for costs shall be required of the State in any such 
action. 

Seo. 21. In any action against any railroad company for violations of the pro- 
visions of this act, the plaintiff may join in the same petition as many different- 
causes of action as he may have against such company arising under this act. 

Seo. 22. Any person who shall willfully and corruptly swear, testify or affirm- 
falsely to any material matter, upon any oath, or affirmation, or declaration, legally 
administered in any cause, matter or proceeding before said Board, or any member 
thereof, or in any return, answer or report required by this act to be made, shall be- 
deemed guilty of willful and corrupt perjury, and shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the Penitentiary at hard labor« for a term n9t exceeding seven years. 

Seo. 23. Said Board of Commissioners shall keep an accurate record of all its of- 
ficial acts, and shall also provide a seal, on which shall be the impression, "Board of 
Railroad Commissioners, State of Kansas. Seal." All process or certificates issued 
or given by the Board shall be attested by said seal. Copies of the record of the^ 
Board, certified by the Secretary and attested with the seal of the Board, shall be re- 
ceived in evidence with the like effect as copies of other public records. 

Seo. 24. Any member of said Board while acting in the performance of his duties- 
as such, together with such clerk, accountant, experi or other agent whose servicea 
he deems to be important in the discharge of said duties, shall have the right of 
passing at all times over all railroads and on all railroad trains, or any part thereof^ 
in this State, free of charge. 

Seo. 25. Nothing in this act shall be construed to estop or hinder any person or 
corporation from bringing suit against any railroad company for any violation of 
any of the laws of this State for the government of railroads. 

Seo. 26. In construing this act, unless such meaning be repugnant to the context^ . 
or to the manifest intention of the Legislature, the term *' railroad company" shall 
include to be construed to mean any incorporated railroad company, or any express- 
or transportation company, or any railroad bridge company, or any person or per- 
sons, lessee, assignee, trustee, receiver, partnership, joint- stock company, or corpo- 
ration, engaged wholly, partially, jointly or severally in laying out, constructing^ 
owning, operating, using or maintaining any railroad operated by steam, or any 
portion or part of any such railroad line. The word "person" shall include persons^ 
partnerships, joint-stock companies, or corporations. 
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Sbo. 27. Sections fifty-six, fifty-seven, fifty-eight and fifty-nine of chapter twenty- 
thvee of the General Statutes are hereby repealed. 

Sbo. 28. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its pnblioatioa 
in the official State paper. 

Approved March 6, 1888. 



CHAPTER OXXXIII. 



An Aot bblatinq to Switch Oonnbotions at the Gbossings of Railboads, ▲ni> 
pboviding 7bb theib gonstbuotion and maintenance. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: . 

Section 1. That whenever in the judgment of the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners it is necessary to the convenience or accommodation of the pablic that two 
or more railroads that cross each other should connect at or near the point of cross- 
ing, for the transfer of cars from one road to another, the Board may require the 
construction of necessary switch connections between such railroads at the points 
where deemed necessary, in the following manner: Said Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners shall serve upon the railroad companies whose roads it is deemed neces- 
sary to connect a certified copy of their finding and decision, in which shall be 
stated the character of connection to be built, whose duty it shall then be to con- 
struct such switch connections within such time as the said Board shall prescribe^ 
and the expense of the same shall be borne equally by the companies whose roads 
so connect. If one of said companies shall build the whole of such switch, it may 
recover one-half the cost of the same from the company whose duty it was to con- 
struct one- half of such switch. 

Sbc. 2. Any railroad company failing or refusing to comply with the require- 
ments of the said Board in relation to such switch, shall be subject to a penalty of 
five hundred dollars, to be recovered in a civil action in the name of the State. 

Sec. 8. The companies whose roads thus connect may operate and maintain such 
switch jointly. 

Sec. 4. This act to take effect and be in force from and after the date of it» 
publication in the official State paper. 

Approved February 17, 1886.

CHAPTER CXXXIX. 

{May coUMt additional fareS[ 
An Act in Relation to Railboads. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of t?ie State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That in every case where any passenger on any'railroad in the State 
of Kansas shall fail or neglect to purchase a ticket for his or her journey, prior to 
taking passage on the train of such railroad company, it shall be lawful for such 
railroad company to charge and collect from such passenger, in excess of the legal 
rate of fare, the sum of ten cents for each journey of fifteen miles or less, and the 
sum of fifteen cents for each journey of more than fifteen miles and not exceeding 
fifty miles, and the sum of twenty-five cents for each journey of fifty miles or more: 
Provided, That this act shall not apply to any passenger taking passage on any rail- 
road train (from any station) at which such railroad company fails to keep tickets 
on sale, or at which such company shall neglect or fail to keep its ticket office open 
for the sale of tickets at least thirty minutes immediately prior to the starting of 
such train. 

Seo. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the official State paper.

CHAPTER CLXXXIV. 

An Act Bzaui<ATiNa the Cbossing and Intbbsbotion of Railboads. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. Any railroad company authorized to operate a railroad in this State, 
desiring to cross or unite its track with any other railroad upon the grounds of such 
other railway corporation, shall make application in writing to the Board of Rail- 
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road Oommissioners, stating the place of orossing or intersection; whereapon the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners shall fix a day for the hearing of such applica- 
tion, and notify the railway corporations interested) at which time, unless further 
time be granted by said Board, the corporations interested shall be heard in regard 
to the necessity, place, manner and terms of sach crossing or connection; and upon 
such hearing, either party or the Board may call and examine witnesses in regard to 
the matter, and the Board shall, after sach hearing and a personal examination of 
the locality where a crossing or connection is desired, determine whether, there is a 
necessity for such crossing, or not, and if so, the place thereof, whether it shall be 
over or under the existing railroad, or at grade, and in other respects the manner of 
such crossing, and the terms upon which the same shall be made and maintained: 
Provided, That no crossing shall be made through the yards or over the switches or 
side-tracks of any existing railroad, if a crossing can be effected at any other place 
that is practicable. 

Seo. 2. If either party shall be dissatisfied with the terms and order made by 
said Board of Railroad Oommissioners, it may appeal to the district court of the 
county wherein such crossing or connection is sought to be made, in the same man- 
ner as appeals are allowed from a judgment of a justice of the peace to the district 
court; and said appeal, and all subsequent proceedings, shall only affect the amount 
of compensation, if any, and other terms of crossing fixed by said Board, but shall 
not delay the making of said crossing or connection: Provided, The corporation de- 
siring such crossing or connection shall deposit with the county treasurer of the 
county where crossing or connection is sought to be made, this amount of compen- 
sation, if any is fixed by said Board of Railroad Commissioners, and shall execute 
and file with said Board a bond of sufficient security, to be approved by any mem- 
ber of said Board, to pay all damages and comply with all terms that may be ad- 
judged by the district court. 

Sbo. 3. Any railroad company which shall violate or evade any of the provisions 
of this act shall forfeit for every such offense to the person, company or corpora- 
tion refused [injured] thereby, three times the actual damage sustained by the party 
aggrieved. 

Seo. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication 
in the official State paper.

When two or more railroads cross each other at a common grade, either 
of SQoh railroads may apply to the Board of Railroad Commissioners for permis- 
sion to introdnce upon both of said roads some system of interlocking or automatic 
signals or works or fixtures, rendering it safe for engines and trains to pass over 
such crossings without stopping; and it shall be the daty of said Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, if the system of works and fixtures which it is proposed to erect by 
said company, are in the opinion of the Board sufficient and proper, to grant such 
permission. 

Beg. 3. Any railroad company which has obtained permission to introduce a sys- 
tem of interlocking or automatic signals at its crossing at a oommmon grade with 
any other railroad, as provided in the last section, may, after thirty days' notice in 
writing to such other railroad company, introduce and erect such interlocking or 
automatic signals or fixtures; and if such railroad after such notification refuses to 
join with the railroad company giving such notice in the construction of said works 
or fixtures, it shall be lawful for said first company to enter upon the right-of-way 
and tracks of such second company, in such manner as not to unnecessarily im- 
pede the operation of such road, and erect such works and fixtures, and may recover 
in an action at law from such second company one-half of the total cost of erect- 
ing and maintaining such interlocking or automatic signals or works or fixtures on 
both of said roads. 

Sbo. 4. This act shall take effect and be and remain in force from and after its 
publication in the official State paper.

CHAPTER CXCII. 



An Act belating to Railway Companies, and oivino Additional Powebs to the 
BoABD OF Railboad Commissionebs, and pbesobibino Cebtain Duties and Lia- 
bilities OF Railway Companies. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Railroad Commissioners, upon 
complaint and application by the mayor and council of any city or the trustee of 
any township in this State, requesting an order of said Board to require any rail- 
road company in this State to construct any depots, side-tracks, switches, or other 
facilities at any point on the line of such railroad, for the convenience and safety 
of the public in the transaction of business with such railroad, and the interchange 
of business between connecting or parallel railroads at any station, town or city in 
this State, to investigate such complaint after giving proper notice to the railroad 
companies interested; and said Commissioners after such examination shall make 
such orders as they deem necessary and proper in relation to the construction and 
maintenance of such depots, connections, switches, or side-tracks, as in the judg- 
ment of the said Board shall be necessary. 

Sbo. 2. If complaint shall be made by any railroad company in this State against 
any other railroad company in this State on account of failure, neglect or refusal to 
comply with the provisions of section nine of an act entitled "An act concerning 
railroads and other common carriers," approved March 6th, 1888, the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners shall upon notice to said railroad company investigate such 
complaint, and thereupon make such order as in the opinion of said Board shall be 
just and reasonable for the public interest, and may fix in such order a reasonable 
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switohing charge for any service reqaired by such order, which switching charges 
shall be paid by the railroad company receiving the service, and shall not be added 

• to the rate paid by any consignor or consignee interested in sach shipment. 

f Sbo. 3. The Board of Bailroad Commissioners may enforce its orders for the 

erection and maintenance of depots, the construction of connections, side- tracks, 
and switches, and charges for switching between connecting or parallel lines of 

I railroad as hereinbefore provided for, as provided in the next section. 

Seo4^4. For every neglect or refusal of any railroad company, corporation, re- 
ceiver or person operating any railroad in this State to comply with any order of 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners of this State made in parsuanoe of the fore- 
going provisions, the person or corporation so neglecting or refusing shall forfeit 
to the State of Kansas the sum of $100 for each and every day that any such order 
is neglected or disobeyed after the expiration of thirty days from the date of service 
of notice on the president, managing officer, superintendent, any member of the 
board of directors, or any station agent or person in charge of any office or station 
of. such company, by the Board of Railroad Commissioners or [of] the making of 
such order, to be recovered by civil action in the name of the State, which action 
shall be prosecuted by the Attorney General in any court having jurisdiction: Pro- 
vided, That upon good cause shown the Board of Railroad Commissioners may ex- 
tend the time within which such order shall be complied with, to such an extent as 
in the opinion of the Board, under the circumstances of the particular case, may be 
necessary or desirable. 

Seo. 5. This act shall take effect and be and remain in force from and after its 
publication in the official State paper.
